Lungren Fights Gay Rights; 
Gays Fight Right Back

California Attorney General 
Dan Lungren’s decision to sign a 
so-called friend of the court brief 
supporting Colorado’s anti-gay 
Amendment 2 is under attack by 
national lesbian and gay leaders 
and local civic officials alike. 

Lungren joined the attorneys general 
from Alabama, Idaho, Nebraska, South 


Carolina, South Dakota, and Virginia in 
asking the United States Supreme Court to 
uphold the measure as a “states’ rights” 
issue. 

Lungren quietly signed the brief at the 
beginning of the year and kept his support 
for the measure secret until a news report 
earlier this month. 

The Supreme Court last year granted 
review of the controversial amendment, 
which was ruled unconstitutional by the 
Colorado Supreme Court, and is scheduled 
to hear the case this fall. 


The measure, which prohibited and 
overturned local laws that ban discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual orientation, was 
passed in 1992 by 54 percent of Colorado 
voters. 

Lungren said that his support of the 
measure was not prompted by “opposition 
to gay rights but support of states’ rights.” 

“Since when is discrimination an issue 
of states’ rights?” asked San Francisco 
Mayor Frank Jordan. 

“Amendment 2 would deny people’s

New Hate 
Crime Bill 
Passes Senate 
in Sacto 

'Legislation will 
improve California's 
response to hate'

The California State Senate has 
passed SB 911, a measure intro¬ 
duced by Senator Milton Marks that 
would increase criminal penalties 
for hate crimes and allow the gover¬ 
nor to issue rewards in unsolved hate 
crime cases. 

By a 26-5 vote, the Senate sent 
the measure to the Assembly for 
consideration on Tuesday, May 23. 

The bill was drafted in response 
to last year’s vandalism of a gay lib¬ 
eration statue at Stanford University 
by several students, and the attempt¬ 
ed murder of a San Francisco gay 
man last Halloween eve in an anti¬ 
gay attack. 

“In the Bay Area we know the 
danger of hate-motivated violence, 
especially after the attack at 
Stanford and the shooting in the 
city,” Marks said. 

“The bombing in Oklahoma City 
brought to national attention the 
threat posed by armed hate militias 
and the increasing intolerance in 
America. My legislation will 
improve California’s response to 
hate violence, whether it be an act of 
organized terror or a spontaneous 
incident.” 

The attackers of “Gay 
Liberation,” the famed Stanford stat¬ 
ue by sculptor George Segal, could 
not be charged with felony hate 
crimes because current law applies 
only to individuals and private prop¬ 
erty. 

“Stanford University as a private 
institution has no sexual orientation, 
religion, or race, and current hate 
crime law requires the victim to be 
selected on such a basis,” Marks, a 
Stanford alumnus, said. 

“This bill would protect the prop¬ 
erty of an institution, in this case for 
example, when it is attacked because 
of its association with and support

Trans-dominant 
inhibitors 
minimize 
HIV replication

A new strategy that turns the nor¬ 
mal activities of a replicating virus 
against itself appears to stop HIV 
from infecting new cells, researchers 
said Friday, May 26. Even more 
importantly, according to the 
researchers, it keeps the virus from 
replicating in cells that are already 
infected. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of

Tyrosine kinase 
inhibitors may 
also work 
against Ebola 

A drug containing a compound 
found in ancient Chinese herbal med¬ 
icines has been shown effective in 
laboratory tests in stymieing the 
replication of the AIDS virus and 
may also prove useful in combating 
herpes, hepatitis, and the Ebola virus, 
researchers said Friday, May 26. 

The agent from Paracelsian Inc. 
(an Ithaca, N.Y. biotechnology devel¬ 
oper of drugs and cancer diagnostic 
techniques) is PN355, a member of a 
new class of antiviral compounds 
called tyrosine kinase inhibitors.

The Mysterious Death of a 
Gay Yellow Cab Dispatcher 

Who got away with murder in the Polk Street area?

San Francisco Yellow Cab dispatcher Mike 
MacNulty spent the early morning hours of 
Wednesday, May 17 drinking in his favorite Polk 
Street gay bar until closing time. Then he started 
his walk home up Sutter Street to Larkin through 
the fog. Shortly thereafter, according to informa¬ 
tion provided last week by SFPD Public 
Information Officer Sergeant Barbara Davis, a 911 
dispatcher received a report that an older man had 
been struck in the head with a brick by a dark large 
statured drag queen and another individual at the 
comer of Sutter and Larkin. 

When police arrived, however, neither an 
assailant nor victim could be found. As a result, 
Davis told the Bay Area Reporter, no police report 
was made. 

Yellow Cab supervising dispatcher Nathan 
Dwiri told the B.A.R. that MacNulty told fellow 
employees he been assaulted by two people who 
robbed him that night; he believes the missing vic¬ 
tim was MacNulty, and that the injuries he suffered 
that night were fatal. 

The body of the 50-year-old MacNulty was dis¬ 


covered in his apartment by his apartment manag¬ 
er on the morning of Tuesday, May 23. 

Medical examiners said MacNulty was the 
apparent victim of an assault about a week earlier, 
in which he been pushed into an iron gate, and that 
had been hospitalized and had undergone treat¬ 
ment for those injuries. 

Dwiri told the B.A.R. that at the time when 
MacNulty suddenly died, “Reports were he was 
feeling better and coming back. 

“We were expecting him to return to work,” he 
said. 

“He will be terribly missed. He was loyal and 
dedicated,” Dwiri said. “He had his friends and he 
had his enemies. But certainly no one here wanted 
to kill him. 

“It’s just sickening that this can happen.” ▼ 


It has not yet been officially determined if 
MacNulty's death resulted from the injuries 
incurred in the assault. Because next of kin 
had not been notified, the office of the med¬ 
ical examiner withheld official comment at 
press time. 


SF Charities Respond to 
Bigotry Against Gays of Color

The San Francisco-based 
Colin Higgins Foundation has 
provided financial support for 
the creation of a national 
Discrimination Response 
System, the National Associa¬ 
tion of Black and White Men 
Together announced this 
month. 

The project will document 
discrimination against gay 
men, lesbians, and bisexuals, 
with emphasis on discrimina¬ 


tion against men of color, 
according to the May Men of 
All Colors Together informa¬ 
tional bulletin. 

NABWMT will set up a 
national hotline to receive dis¬ 
crimination complaints and 
will refer callers to local or 
state human rights organiza¬ 
tions. The system will gather 
information on discrimination, 
as well as act against those who 
practice racial and sex discrim¬ 
ination, and will also educate 
the lesbian, gay and bisexual 


communities about racism and 
sexism. 

The Tides Foundation, 
another San Francisco-based 
philanthropy group, advised 
the Higgins Foundation in 
helping to create the endeavor. 
The Tides Foundation, which is 
financially supported by some 
of the wealthiest families and 
individuals in the Bay Area, 
also produced the recent AIDS 
fundraiser “Classical Action” at 
the San Francisco Opera House 
and Symphony Hall. ▼

Marcher’s Murder May Prompt Reward

Police homicide detectives 
will seek a reward for the killer 
of a Mill Valley gay man who 
was robbed and murdered after 
the 13th annual International 
AIDS Candlelight Memorial 
march and vigil on Sunday, May 
21 . 

Police responding to reports 
of a gunshot at 9:30 p.m. that 
night discovered the body of 
William Brian O’Shea, 44, in a 
carport at of 290 Ivy Street, near 
the comer of Gough Street. 

Loose change was scattered 
across the oil-stained concrete 
carport and O’Shea’s wallet was 
missing, leading investigators to 
suspect that he was murdered 
during the commission of a rob¬ 
bery, Investigator Alex Fagan 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to a medical 


examiner’s report, the 5’3” 130 
pound O’Shea was dead when 
police arrived at the scene, and 
probably died instantly from the 
gunshot wound to the head. 

O’Shea held a bachelor’s 
degree from St. Meinrad 
Academy in St. Meinrad, 
Indiana, and had spent several 
years studying for the Roman 
Catholic priesthood as a theo¬ 
logical student in Brussels, 
Belgium. He later abandoned 
the pursuit of the priesthood, 
and lived as an actor and art 
gallery manager in New York 
City. He had only moved into 
his Shoreline Avenue apartment 
in Mill Valley a couple of 
months before the murder, after 
living for a time with a room¬ 
mate in Sausalito. 

O’Shea worked at Epstein 
Designs, a Sausalito plastic 
drinkware and ceramic cookie 


jar wholesaler. 

“He worked here for about 
two years,” a co-worker told the 
B.A.R. “He was a very loqua¬ 
cious and fun-loving guy. He 
had just been diagnosed with 
AIDS and had been dealing with 
that. He was pretty worldly, and 
pretty political - and he was a 
compassionate and caring per¬ 
son. 

“He was always bringing 
people little presents that he 
made and doing things for peo¬ 
ple, but he was pretty guarded 
about his private life. It was his 
own business,” the co-worker 
said. 

Not an anti-gay crime 

Police say that they do not 
believe that O’Shea’s murder 
was an anti-gay incident. 

“The bottom line is that he 
was a victim of robbery. We 


believe it was a crime of oppor¬ 
tunity,” Fagan said. 

The alley street where 
O’Shea was found was only a 
short distance from the War 
Memorial/Opera House plaza, 
where mourners gathered for a 
vigil after the annual AIDS 
memorial candlelight proces¬ 
sion from the Castro neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Police seek a thin young 
African-American male about 
15 years of age, who wore a 
dark stocking cap and a navy 
blue jacket with distinctive yel¬ 
low designs on the jacket or 
arms, in connection with homi¬ 
cide. 

Witnesses report that the 
youth ran across Gough Street 
and joined two men at Gough 
and Hayes after the shooting. He 
and his two teenage companions 
then ran in the opposite direc¬ 


tion, witnesses said. 

According to Northern 
Station Captain Richard Cairns, 
the Hayes Valley neighborhood 
where O’Shea was killed has 
been recently plagued by 
strong-arm robberies committed 
by a group of young men, 
including a man whose clothes 
and appearance match the 
description of the murder sus¬ 
pect. 

O’Shea’s funeral was held on 
Saturday, May 27 at Our Lady 
of Mt. Carmel Church in Mill 
Valley. T 


Seattle Mike’s Mom Says Her Son Mistreated in Jail 

Investigation underway after medics confirm bruises

After the most recent court 
appearance by Michael Rabb, a 
suspected thief who has become 
locally infamous as “Seattle 
Mike,” his mother called the 
Bay Area Reporter and the San 
Francisco Sheriff’s Department 
to complain her son was being 
coerced and mistreated in the 
county jail at San Bruno. 
Specifically, she said, she saw 
bruises on her son’s arms and 
legs; the water in his cell had 
been cut off; and he had not had 
a shower in three days. 

Rabb’s court appearance was 
Thursday, May 25. An investi¬ 
gation into the allegations got 
underway the next day. 

Rabb, also known as Michael 
J. Johnson, is awaiting trial, 
with bail set at $100,000, after a 
score of victims alleged that he 
robbed them - using a stun gun 
in one case, a knife in another, 
and a metal rod in some others. 
Most of the 11 original accusers 
are older gay men whom Rabb 
reportedly met in arcades and 
bars in the Castro and Polk 
Street areas. Complainants say 
he accompanied them home and 
then forcibly robbed them. 

Rabb refused a plea bargain 
and has pleaded innocent. The 
case is scheduled for a Superior 
Court jury trial on August 7. 

A mother’s concern 

A woman who identified her¬ 
self as Sheila Damon, a San 
Francisco resident who lives on 
Sixth Street, called the B.A.R. 
May 25 to say she was Rabb’s 
mother and was concerned 
about her son’s well-being. “I’m 
very sick,” she said at the time. 
“I have a liver disease. I don’t 
have long to live.” 

Damon, 50, said it is difficult 
for her to visit her son at the San 
Bruno jail because of her wheel¬ 
chair, but she had seen him in 
the courtroom. She confirmed 
her comments were “on the 
record” and intended for publi¬ 
cation - and then outed him 
twice. 

“Of course he’s gay,” Rabb’s 
mother told the B.A.R., settling a 
question of some concern to fel¬ 
low inmates in the “gay unit” to 
which he was assigned, some of 
whom had expressed their belief 
Rabb was, in fact, anti-gay. 



tor of legal services - the 
ombudsman’s boss - to talk to 
Rabb after hearing Damon’s 
complaints. At that time, the 
prisoner requested a kosher diet. 
Hirst indicated. 

According to Hirst, jail med¬ 
ical personnel who examined 
Rabb as a result of the com¬ 
plaint did find bruises on his 


upper arm and on his leg. 

Rabb alleges that deputies at 
San Bruno inflicted the bruises; 
Hirst said an investigation got 
underway Friday as a result of 
that charge. 

Hirst confirmed that “we did 
cut his water off [because] he 
and seven others flooded the tier

“But,” Damon continued, 
“that’s no excuse for not letting 
him have a shower in three 
days.” 

She then went on to say her 
son was HIV-positive and suici¬ 
dal. 

Earlier, attorneys on both 
sides had alluded to the fact that 
Rabb was “in failing health,” but 
said they were precluded by law 
from disclosing the exact nature 
of his illness. 

According to Damon’s 
accounts, garbage had been 
thrown at her son and “he was 
having a bad time in jail.” She 
also said deputies had told him 
that “when he started acting 
right in court” they would turn 
his water back on. 

“I don’t think he’s been treat¬ 
ed fair[ly],” she said with her 
voice breaking. And, she added, 
“I don’t think I will make it until 
he gets out.” 

Damon questioned the jus¬ 
tice of sentencing her HIV-posi¬ 
tive son to a jail term - “What 
else is he going to learn in 
prison?” she asked - and said 
Rabb should be “put on a drug 
program” instead.

Eileen Hirst, chief of staff for 
the San Francisco Sheriff’s 
Department, confirmed that 
Rabb had been in court for an 
unpublicized pre-trial confer¬ 
ence, and that the sheriff’s 
office, in the absence of the 
ombudsman, immediately dis¬

Pacific Center in 
Membership Drive 

NoCal's oldest gay organization seeks support

A membership drive is now 
underway for The Pacific Center 
for Human Growth, the oldest 
gay/lesbian organization in 
Northern California. 

According to Interim 
Executive Director Robert T. 
Fuentes, the non-profit center 
began as a counseling center for 
gay men in 1973, and is in need 
of some 1995 dollars from the 
community as it expands. 

The three-story Victorian at 
2712 Telegraph Avenue in 
Berkeley, where the center has 
been situated since 1976, serves 
about 20,000 people per year 
and has a total staff of 11. It 
functions as a gay and lesbian 
community center, offering sup¬ 
port groups, counseling, 
HIV/AIDS services, mental 
health services, advocacy and 
other support services, such as a 


United Way training program 
called “Building Bridges,” 
designed to assist social and 
human service agencies in 
addressing ways in which the 
needs of lesbians and gay men 
can best be met. 

Fuentes, who stepped down 
from his position as board pres¬ 
ident to serve as interim execu¬ 
tive director while the search is 
underway for a permanent exec¬ 
utive, said the center has also 
begun cooperative efforts with 
East Bay Professional and 
Business Alliance. 

Meanwhile, the center’s 
switchboard service provides 
confidential support, informa¬ 
tion, and contacts to worldwide 
callers, including TTD callers, 
at (510) 841-6224. Callers fre¬ 
quently want to know where the 
bars are, queer points of interest, 
gay-friendly businesses and 
other valuable tips, Fuentes told 


the B.A.R. Those with more 
serious problems, who are 
sometimes panicked or with sui¬ 
cidal tendencies, are referred to 
qualified counselors. 

Two years ago. Pacific 
Center also opened a Contra 
Costa County office, located at 
1290 Pine in Walnut Creek. A 
dozen groups a day now meet 
there, and Fuentes says, “We 
badly need to expand in Walnut 
Creek.” 

Memberships begin at $10, 
and people who buy member¬ 
ships can designate to which of 
the center’s projects they want 
the money to go. T

What are you doing 
September 22? 


B ullies are crawling out of 
the woodwork again to beat 
up their neighbors, every¬ 
where from Sarajevo to 
Sacramento. 

And as some conservatives say they 
deplore the Bosnian Serbs’ arrogant 
assumption that Muslims are so inferi¬ 
or they have no right to protection in 
their country, we wonder how it is dif¬ 
ferent from California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren’s arrogant 
assertion that homosexuals are so infe¬ 
rior they deserve no human rights and 
no protection in our country. 

(In case you missed the story on the 
front page, Lungren has signed a doc¬ 
ument urging the Supreme Court to 
uphold the anti-gay tenets of 
Colorado’s Amendment 2: it is anoth¬ 
er attempt by another prominent 
Republican to marginalize us and to 
write into law that we are second-class 
citizens.) 

As infuriating as Serb behavior is 
these days, those soldiers at least have 
the excuse of living in a war zone 
(albeit one they control) to partially 
explain why they’ve given up the last 
shreds of normal human civility; 
Lungren has no such reason. He lives 
in the special comfort almost exclu¬ 
sively reserved for Americans who 
are male and white and wealthy and 
heterosexual and in control of a great 
deal of political power. Moreover, the 
war in Bosnia is - right or wrong - 
deeply rooted in the past, and fought 
for a lot of complex reasons that 
stretch back hundreds of years, 
whereas Lungren’s broadside against 
gays and lesbians is just rooted in the 
future (and aspirations to further 
political office), and therefore sicken- 
ingly cynical. 

Lungren, ever the politician, just 
stomped in where he has no business, 
picked what he believed would be the 
winning side of a nasty brawl, and 
pitched his tent there. Now it’s up to 
us to let him know he picked a mine¬ 
field for a camping ground, and that he 
definitely picked the losing side. 

A friend of ours, already weary 


from a dozen years of AIDS activism, 
asked if we believed this recent battle 
against the far right could be won. Yes 
we said yes. No question. The history 
of the world proves it will be won - 
the question is whether it will be in 
our lifetime or later - and the impor¬ 
tant thing is to make sure we haven’t 
left the future unmade for the next 
generations of gay and lesbian kids. 

So we must let Lungren hear our 
outrage, for ourselves and for others 
who deserve a better world than the 
bigots want to give them. We can start 
by calling to speak to him directly - 
fat chance, but you will get a secretary

Then everyone can start planning 

what they’ll do to celebrate Lungren’s 
birthday, September 22. It’s a Friday, 
so we know some of our friends will 
be calling in gay to work and spending 
the day in creative endeavors. Like 
writing “gay $” on all their money - 
can that be any more illegal than those 
machines that turn pennies into copper 
lumps on Fisherman’s Wharf? - and 
possibly even bringing picnic lunches 
to those offices we mentioned (the San 
Francisco one is located at 50 
Fremont) to offer him a chance to get 
to know some lesbians and gays per¬ 
sonally. 

It would be wonderful if the entire 
lesbian and gay community through¬ 
out California called in gay that day. 
The civil rights movement of the 
1960s was propelled forward by the 
empty buses of an Alabama boycott, 
and a similar general strike of the huge 
and crucial gay workforce would 
prove our worth to more than just the 
attorney general: Gramm, Dole, 
Gingrich & Co. would also have to 
take notice. 

It could be Lungren’s downfall, and 
how ironic it would be: for a proud 
architect of the so-called “three 
strikes” law to be undone by just one 
strike. ▼ 


From Love to Fear: 

My Experience of 
Gay Domestic Violence

Against Violence 

I live with a kitten I’ve named Angel. She 
doesn’t scream at me in a drunken rage at 
2 a.m., standing on the neighbor’s rooftop 
in the rain and threatening to break my 
windows. She doesn’t blacken my eyes, 
destroy my belongings, or trample on my self¬ 
esteem. Kittens never do: that behavior only 
happens among abusive people. In my case it 
was the man I once called my lover. 

Most of us like entering into a relationship 
and extending Love. Life is more complete 
with the honest joy of sharing who we are and 
what we have with another person, who 
returns that Love freely, with kindness. But 
unfortunately, in some circumstances, the per¬ 
son that we partner with is unable to give or 
receive Love and can only extend Fear. 

It is not always easy to notice how danger¬ 
ous a situation has become. Logic, reason, and 
other values fall prey to self-doubt, insecurity, 
and uncertainty when someone you love is 
angry. Anger is normal, however, and even 
reasonable people have sharp words; but when 
it goes beyond that, and your lover hits you, it 
is abuse. Unfortunately, I wasn’t willing to 
recognize the transition from the one to the 
other, during which Love was replaced by 
Fear, or appreciate its damaging effects. 

Instead, for nearly five years, I watched as 
homes, cars, jobs, self-confidence, self- 
respect, and even hope became entangled in 
the poisonous weeds of our relationship. I 
couldn’t find my way free. Finally I spoke 
with Greg Merrill at Community United 
Against Violence shortly after my partner 
smashed a blender against my forearm. It had 
been headed for my skull, but my forearm 
interrupted its path. Greg, along with other 
friends and an entire team of professionals, 
advised me to get away. I tried. 

We got together again. It failed. We tried 
again. 

The turning point came when I told my 
partner I wanted to adopt a kitten, and he told 
me he would stomp it to death, words and 
thoughts so alien to me that even today I can¬ 
not grasp the mindset that allows a person to 
say such a thing. I threw him out; he kicked in 
the door. The police were not helpful. Nothing 
short of a restraining order was enough, and 
even though the police and counselors had rec¬ 
ommended getting one, I refused to believe 
that waving a sheet of paper would stop this 
violence-obsessed man. 

Finally my partner was so intent on making 
me fearful he threatened to shoot me in the 
face. Police position: no action, no arrest. So I 
followed the only recourse remaining, and got 
the restraining order; my partner was forcibly 
removed from my home in the rain and left 
homeless - and afraid. Now he has to be afraid 
of arrest and the prospect of up to one year in 
jail. 

On the day that I picked up the restraining 
order from the judge, I took one further step: I 
adopted Angel. On one hand, I felt that I 
admitted defeat that day by admitting I was so 
afraid of my partner I was no longer able to 
Love him freely. On the other hand, I took a 
step to show I was not willing to stop extend¬ 
ing Love - the life force itself. 

Now I’m enjoying the first peaceful days I 
can remember in quite a long time. I have an 
Angel on my shoulder and a few errant pieces 
of kitty litter on my carpet. Instead of being 
afraid, once again I’m extending Love, and I 
Love it. 

Perhaps you can recognize a part of your¬ 
self in what was my dilemma, or maybe you 
can recognize a friend’s request for help. I am 
writing this to assure you that there are people 
in this community who stand up to Fear every 
day, extending a hand out of the tangled weeds 
of a confusing relationship and back to the 
open air and warm sunlight of Love. Free, 
Joyous Love. T

Drug stooges? 

ACT UP/Golden Gate just doesn’t get it. 

Only a brain dead bimbo would think the last 
ten years in the AIDS crisis was ten years of hope. 
Hope, of course, is all there is; but Project Inform’s 
main pitch is the sale of failed toxic substances 
under the banner of hope. 

The fact that Project Inform is the stooge of the 
pharmaceutical industry was all too apparent with 
the invitation of Tony Fauci to its fundraiser. That 
Larry Kramer came along is all too sad. Dementia 
springs to mind. How else can he join such drug 
salesmen who indeed have had a profitable and 
hopeful ten years. 

Paraphrasing one of the banquet “disrupters,” 
the most chilling aspect of this whole event is the 
overwhelming indifference and lack of insight in 
the San Francisco gay community in the treatment 
of AIDS. The fact that some of the demonstrators 
advocate DNCB is only to their credit. I’ll quote 
Tony Fauci: AIDS is “...defined as the occurrence 
of an illness predictive of a defect in the cell-medi¬ 
ated immunity...” (1985 Annual Review of 
Immunology). 

Do any of the drugs pushed by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate or Project Inform address cell-mediated 
immunity? Do they even talk about it? DNCB 
addresses and attempts to correct this defect. 
Bravo to its advocates. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate says it doesn’t advocate 
any particular drug; it only addresses access and 
availability. The tobacco industry is equally inno¬ 
cent as its main concern is also access and avail¬ 
ability for its products. 

I would be more willing to believe ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and Project Inform in their 
defenses if they routinely included descriptions of 
adverse side effects of drugs along with the alleged 
benefits. To get that type of drug analysis at any of 
the Project Inform forums requires specific ques¬ 
tioning. They consistently downplay adverse 
effects by not even mentioning them. Has any one 
seen in the “non-advocacy” news articles on 
Serono’s growth hormone by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate a list of the very real problems with that prod¬ 
uct? 

ACT UP San Francisco, with just a few demon¬ 
strators, hit a nerve at the Project Inform fundrais¬ 
ing banquet. The San Francisco gay community 
was caught “doing” drug stooges in the back alley 
of failed treatments, and are they angry. 

Go ahead and believe the hype; try AZT and 
3TC, but chances are you won’t be alive this time 
next year.

Calling all 
SPV-30somethings 

Ninety days after learning my HIV status, and 
then learning that my T-4 count was at 120, my 
interest was piqued by an article in the Bay Area 
Reporter on the SPV-30 trial currently underway 
[“‘Informal’ U.S. Trials of French Herbal Extract 
Open,” April 13]. 

I’ve come to the conclusion that newer medici¬ 
nal approaches such as “protease inhibitors” 
seemed more positive and less intrusive than AZT, 
ddl, ddC, etc., and natural/herbal remedies and 
enhancements would and could be less intrusive 
and might be more beneficial. But I wasn’t sure it 
would be possible to test both SPV-30 and protease 
inhibitors. 

After contacting the doctor coordinating the 
SPV-30 trial, as well as the coordinator for the pro¬ 
tease inhibitor trial I was qualifying for, and dis¬ 
cussing the various protocols involved, it was 
decided that a small number of participants, a total 
of ten, could do both trials simultaneously, and as 
such would constitute a separate side study group.

Accredit where it’s due 

We wish to thank Supervisor Alioto for conven¬ 
ing the hearing on Chinese medicine and for rec¬ 
ognizing the importance of allowing AIDS 
patients to receive treatments while hospitalized. 
As many know, the American College of 
Traditional Chinese Medicine Clinic operates an 
HIV treatment program under a contract with the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health AIDS 
Office. As such, the city pays the college to pro¬ 
vide Chinese medicine services to people with 
HIV/AIDS. The contract specifically states that 
those services may be provided at the college clin¬ 
ic or at other sites, such as San Francisco General 
Hospital. The irony and the disgrace of this situa¬ 
tion is that the city pays us to provide the service 
but forbids us to provide the service in a city facil¬ 
ity, even though our contract specifically autho¬ 
rizes us to do so. 

The real reasons have nothing to do with 
healthcare, per se, but with the healthcare delivery 
system, which excludes practitioners of Chinese 
medicine despite their being licensed by the 
California Medical Board. The hospital adminis¬ 
trators do not want to deal with another class of 
healthcare provider and defy accreditation stan¬ 
dards by their refusal to consider granting privi¬ 
leges to allow our participation in the health ser¬ 
vice. 

The bottom line is that people with AIDS (and 
other conditions) are summarily cut off from the 
care of their acupuncturist. This is a rude and cruel 
blow to a hospitalized patient who above all else 
needs the continuity of care and support.

GLAAD fundamentalism 

In 1980, I was just coming out, in Phoenix, 
after a lifetime of living in terror in the closet. My 
highly successful career in public service was in 
shambles as a result of my disclosure. 

It was about then that I saw the publicity about 
Cruising and with my usual fear went to see the 
movie. Sitting there in the dark, listening to the 
sounds of people reacting to what was happening 
on the screen, was the first time I knew I was not 
some rare kind of freak, that there were others like 
me. I didn’t even know gay bars existed. Bars and 
alcohol were bad news where I grew up. I didn’t 
know any other openly gay men. 

I eventually moved to San Francisco and it did¬ 
n’t take me long to find out that being gay meant 
being part of the meat market, and if you were too 
old to be marketable, tough. I felt I had exchanged 
one oppressive sexual culture for another oppres¬ 
sive sexual culture. It took moving to Sonoma 
County and a lot of study and soul searching to 
come to realize that what happens in the Castro, 
even what is written up in the B.A.R., are not nec¬ 
essarily definitive of what it means to be gay. I 
have both the right and the responsibility to do that 
for myself. 

I’m glad that GLAAD exists. But I think 
GLAAD needs to remember how easy it is to 
develop a fundamentalist viewpoint while fighting 
fundamentalism. That movie was a lifesaver for 
me at the time and I would gladly go to see it 
again. It showed me that gays are everywhere, that 
we’re all different kinds of people, that we aren’t 
defined by some unreal stereotype concocted out 
of fantasy and sanctified by wish fulfillment!

The Danish connection 

There was a case of spontaneous remission is a 
mycobacterium avium (MAC) patient in Denmark. 
Mycobacterium avium is an opportunistic infec¬ 
tion that is killing many AIDS patients. 

I have written to the Danish doctors who treat¬ 
ed this patient, but they claim they can’t find the 
patient because the records have been destroyed. 

This case is too important to just let go. 
Somebody in Copenhagen knows who this patient 
is, and knows why he went into spontaneous 
remission. The MAC infection is very rare outside 
of PWAs. so the patient would be very memorable. 

Does anyone have contacts in Denmark? The 
patient was probably treated at Statens 
Seruminstitute, Artillerivej 5, 2300 Kobenhavn S, 
Denmark, which is where the doctors work. His 
case was published in the European Journal of 
Respiratory Disease 1981, 62(2) pages 72-83, 
which is available at the UCSF hospital library. 

If we can find this patient, we might find a cure 
for the MAC opportunistic infection.

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Wilson whispers

I hat has happened to 
the once-promising 
Pete Wilson For 
* President cam¬ 
paign? His office tells us that 
recent throat surgery has left 
him speechless for weeks longer 
than expected, and slowed down 
his brief high-flying effort to 
become the GOP’s nominee 
next year, but they say once his 
voice box is back in shape he 
will make a public announce¬ 
ment proclaiming his candidacy.

No doubt that Wilson’s voice 
problems have slowed down his 
campaign (I mean, who wants to 
listen to wife Gayle make his 
speeches any longer?), but the 
Wilson for White House effort 
really has big problems in the 
one state he should be taking for 
granted - California. 

California’s huge chunk of 
delegates makes it a prize for 
any candidate, and with an over¬ 
whelming re-election win last 
November, Wilson should be far 
and away the favorite to win his 
own state. It isn’t happening. 
While it is too early to call next 
year’s primary winner, recent 
polls show California 
Republicans flocking to the Bob 
Dole campaign. Indeed, a recent 
respected Field Poll shows 
Wilson currently being favored 
by only 17 percent of GOP vot¬ 
ers, while Dole takes a surpris¬ 
ing 37 percent. In January, the 
same poll found Wilson with a 
respectable 54 percent of sup¬ 
port among the state’s rank-and- 
file Republicans. 

What is causing the erosion 
of support for Wilson? 

His campaign people don’t 
like to admit it, but clearly the 
governor’s drop in support 
reflects increased disenchant¬ 
ment because of his repeated 
statements during last year’s 
gubernatorial campaign that he 
would not seek the presidency if 
re-elected. While Wilson’s over¬ 
all job approval rating among 
Californians (both Republican 
and Democrat) took a dive after 
he announced his intention to 
run for the White House, the 
same poll showed President 
Clinton’s numbers staying at 
around 39 percent approval, an 
indication that Wilson would 
have a real problem beating the 
president even if he were to go 
on and win the GOP nod. 

There are whispers in 
Sacramento that Wilson is being 
advised by at least a few of his 
checkbook supporters to with¬ 
draw from the presidential race, 
but don’t bet on that happening. 
Wilson, a career politician if 
ever there was one, has already 
served in the U.S. Senate and is 
in his second term as governor 
(meaning he cannot seek anoth¬ 
er term in Sacramento), so polit¬ 
ically the governor has no other 
options - no place to go but the 
White House. A local 
Republican bigwig told me last 
week that “Pete really wants the 
presidency, and it will iake a hell 
of a lot more than a prolonged 
sore throat or some unfavorable 
poll results to keep him out of 
this race.” The same bigwig 
added that the only way Wilson 
would drop out is if by chance 
he fails to carry his home state 
in next year’s primary. 

“Polls don’t mean a hell of a 
lot to Pete, he’s been in this 
position before. Ask Kathleen 


Brown about Pete’s past polls,” 
suggests the Republican official. 

From where I sit, Wilson 
very likely will try to position 
himself as the “moderate” (if 
there is such a thing in the 
Republican party) and let con¬ 
servatives Dole, Phil Gramm, 
and Pat Buchanan fight it out 
for the conservative GOP vote. 
Wilson’s campaign does not 
look terribly impressive at the 
moment, but don’t count the guy 
out, because he’s capable of 
raising the millions necessary. 

Bob Dole would do well to 
look over his shoulder every 
once in a while. If I were a bet¬ 
ting person I would definitely 
bet (but not too much) on 
Wilson doing a lot of fence- 
mending in the next ten months. 


The front page story in 
Monday’s Chron about Willie 
Brown getting more money 
from the tobacco industry than 
any other state lawmaker or any 
member of Congress, for that 
matter, gives his mayoral oppo¬ 
nents (assuming he’s running 
this week) one hell of a cam¬ 
paign issue. (Talk about your 
“smoke filled rooms!”) I can 
already see Angela Alioto, in 
particular, going after the 
Speaker big time on this one. 

Incidentally, Angela has 
more friends than some might 
think. A party former Santa 
Clara Mayor Gary Gillmor 
gave for only a few of his 
friends cleared over $10,000 for 
the supe last week.

Supervisor Carole Migden’s 
smashing kick-off campaign for 
the Assembly surprised even 
some of her longtime political 
supporters; this race is definitely 
Carole’s to lose. Speaking of 
which, Kevin Shelley looks to 
have easy sailing in the other 
Assembly seat. Both deserve 
election. 

Look out Dan Lungren and 
Mike Huffington (remember 
Mike?). L.A. Mayor Richard 
Riordan, one of that city’s most 
popular mayors ever, is already 
raising money for his 1997 re- 
election bid, and some close to 
the pro-gay Republican mayor 
say he has his eye on the next 
gubernatorial race. 

And that’s what friends are 
for: when Dr. Marcus Conant, 
one of my medical heroes, visit¬ 
ed San Jose Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos last week to lobby 
for a bill in Sacramento that 
would legalize marijuana for 
medical use, the good doctor 
noticed a mole on Vasco’s nose 
that had changed color and 
asked the Assemblyman (who, 
due to term limits, is now run¬ 
ning for the state senate) to drop 
by his office so he could take a 
look at the mole. Turned out that 
Vasconcellos had melanoma 
skin cancer. He quickly went in 
for surgery and was assured by 
the doctors that he will have a 
full recovery. Vasco, one of the 
few remaining unabashed liber¬ 
als, is a longtime friend of 
Conant’s, and yes, that’s really 
what friends are for. 


On the national front, it’s 
time to breathe a big sigh of 
relief: last week’s Supreme 
Court decision to strike down 
term limits for members of 
Congress was definitely the 
right call.

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A herstorical anthology

ust the other day I was 
sitting with a friend 
discussing the number 
of lame anthologies 
that abound. We agreed that it 
wasn’t so much the actual writ¬ 
ing that made them so lame, 
but that it was the same writing 
by the same people in so many 
of them. 

Then, the very next day, I 
encountered Afrekete , a new 
anthology from Anchor Books, 
a division of Doubleday. This 
anthology is like no other: not 
only is the work fresh because 
it has not already been anthol¬ 
ogized a few times over, but it 
is also fresh because it is from 
the voices of black lesbians 
widely - and not so widely - 
known. 

The editors, Catherine E. 
McKinley and L. Joyce 
DeLaney, “looking for their 
stories,” have selected works 
that begin to tell those stories, 
creating the herstory of black 
lesbians in this country. The 


writings span New York in the 
1950s, to the Vietnam War, to 
Vanessa Williams and in 
between, and provides the 
framework for further discus¬ 
sion, exploration and docu¬ 
mentation of the lives and 
works of black lesbians. 

This anthology has carved

an opening through the 
canyons of gay and lesbian his¬ 
tory and black history to the 
black hole that is black lesbian 
history; it turns on a light so 
that we may (and must) See 
ourselves reflected. Perhaps it, 
and the dialogues that (I hope) 
it inspires, will disassemble 
some of the prejudices with 
which black lesbians too often 
judge each other - like roaches 
scurrying away from the light. 

The title of this body of 
work, Afrekete, is taken from a 
character in Audre Lorde’s 
Zami: A New Spelling of My 


Name. Afrekete, in Lorde’s 
biomythography, is a black 
woman who is at once a com¬ 
mon sistah from around the 
way and a beautiful smart 
woman who is powerful in her 
combination of confidence, 
resilience, and vulnerability. 
Afrekete opens the anthology 
in “Tar Beaches,” an except 
from Zami, and invites us in 
with her organic intellectual- 
ism. 

Once inside the book, the 
reader is presented with fic¬ 
tion, poetry, and nonfiction, all 
of which begin to unravel the 
mystery that is black lesbian 
history. 

Jacqueline Woodson tells 
the story of a young girl com¬ 
ing to grips with her world, 
and the absence of her brother, 
during the Vietnam War years. 
With each story of Woodson’s, 
I think it is so well-written she 
will never be able to match it 
again, let alone exceed it, but 
she always does; here her 
words are graceful and precise, 
as she accurately conveys emo¬ 
tion and image through the 
heart and eyes of a young per¬ 
son without treading heavily 
on her readers.

Rabb’s first attorney filed a 
“McKenzie Motion,” in which a 
lawyer effectively discharges 
his client. Attorney Mark 
Goldrosen was then appointed 
to defend Rabb on February 10. 

At Rabb’s arraignment May 
10, Goldrosen withdrew, and 
the court appointed Conroy.

GLAAD 


Heart attack

ith the release of 
Braveheart, pro¬ 
ducer/director/ 
actor Mel Gibson 
continues his career in gay bash¬ 
ing. 

In this much-hyped film, 
gays are — once again — sin¬ 
gled out for gratuitous con¬ 
tempt. The ostensibly “fact- 
based” epic portrays Edward II 
(believed by historians to be 
gay) as an excessively foolish 
and vain homosexual, deserving 
of the audience’s ridicule. In 
screenings thus far, audiences 
have consistently laughed (on 
cue) every time the character 
appears on screen, and have 
even cheered as Edward’s lover 
is tossed out a window to his 
death. 

In their rush to pay homage 
to Mel Gibson., the mainstream 
media have ignored 
Braveheart' s homophobia. The 
New York Times instantly 
declared the film “a stroke of 
brilliance,” and Gibson has been 
further flattered by his appear¬ 
ance on the covers of several 
major magazines, including the 
May issue of GQ and the June 
issue of US. 

In her six-page GQ story 
(“Mad Mac”), Stephanie 
Mansfield never once mentions 
the possibility of Braveheart' s 
homophobia, even though she 
was treated to a pre-screening of 
the film before its final edit and 
release. In “Wild At Heart,” US 
magazine’s Jancee Dunn offers 
— over the course of five dense 
pages — only a parenthetical 
comment about the film’s anti¬ 
gay bias. Of Edward II she 
writes, “It’s a part that could 
have been written by Andrew 
Dice Clay, and one which critics 
will be sure to seize upon.” 
Nevertheless, US opted to use 
Gibson’s face on the “subscrip¬ 
tion cards” tucked into each 
magazine. Apparently, homo¬ 
phobia sells. 

In its “Summer Movie 
Preview” issue (May 26), 
Entertainment Weekly also gives 
ample page space to 
Braveheart. Once again, homo¬ 
phobia is utterly ignored (even 
though the editors do manage to 
include a photo of Gibson’s oft- 
discussed butt). 

The myopic hype continued 
on the Larry King Live talk 
show May 26, where guest Mel 
Gibson said of his Braveheart: 
“It’s the kind of film I always 
wanted to see when I was grow¬ 
ing up.” Unfortunately, this is 
the kind of film that too many 
children already see; 
Hollywood persistently markets 
an unbalanced homophobia to 
youth audiences. Is it any won¬ 
der that young men perpetrate 
most of the anti-gay hate vio¬ 
lence in this country? 

Bleating more praise for 
Braveheart, Larry King told 
Gibson: “You ought to be 
damned proud!” And like King 
himself, not one caller to the 
world-wide broadcast ever 
raised (or was allowed to raise?) 
the subject of homophobia. 
Instead, every call came from a 
gushing fan. 

While Braveheart appears 
inconsistent with historical fact, 
it is certainly consistent with 
Mel Gibson’s history of con¬ 
tempt for gay men. He has regu¬ 
larly made a point of ridiculing 
the gay community, publicly 
suggesting that gay men and gay 
sex are disgusting and unnatur¬ 


al. Gibson has also stated that he 
feared being perceived as gay 
because he is an actor. “I 
became an actor despite that,” 
he told one interviewer, “But 
with this look, who’s going to 
think I’m gay? It would be hard 
to take me for someone like 
that." 

Obviously, there’s nothing 
brave about being homophobic. 
Everyday, lesbians and gay men 
are being attacked and assault¬ 
ed. And like a cowardly school- 
yard bully, Mel Gibson just 
keeps cheering on the bashers.

examination 

On May 23, California 
Attorney General Dan Lungren 
joined with six other state attor¬ 
neys general in attacking les¬ 
bian/gay/bisexual civil rights. 
“In the name of the people of 
California,” Lungren asked the 
U.S. Supreme Court to uphold 
Colorado’s Amendment 2, a 
1992 initiative that would 
deprive lesbian, gay, and bisexu¬ 
al citizens of equal protection 
under the law. Lungren argued 
that lesbians and gays are not 
victims of persistent discrimina¬ 
tion and that the U.S. 
Constitution was not meant to 
protect “every and any special 
interest group.” 

Lungren’s homophobic dia¬ 
tribe was roundly condemned 
by the San Francisco Examiner, 
one of the city’s major daily 
newspapers. In a May 25 editor¬ 
ial statement (“Lungren’s 
Harmful Meddling”), the 
Examiner argued that Lungren 
had acted “without even a 
veneer of legal respectability” in 
supporting Amendment 2. 

The editorial explained: 
“Colorado’s state Supreme 
Court held courageously - and 
correctly, in our view - that the 
controversial amendment would 
unconstitutionally bar homosex¬ 
uals from having an ‘effective 
voice in government.’ 
Lungren says he is not embrac¬ 
ing Amendment 2 as such but is 
opposed to the ... broad dictum 
that any ‘independently identifi¬ 
able group’ is entitled to equal 
protection under the U.S. 
Constitution. He does not want 
this standard imposed ... 
because it would confer rights 
on ‘deadbeat dads, blue-eyed 
people, bald people, fat people.’ 
... C’mon. Is that what the 
courts are talking about?” 

The editorial concluded: 
“Lungren might as well own up 


to his true intent of scoring a 
point against gay rights for the 
benefit of his right-wing con¬ 
stituency. The trouble is, this is 
not what he has been elected to 
do.”

Inside the magazine, Jancee 
Dunn’s feature offers a portrait 
of Etheridge AND her sexual 
orientation. The article pays 
ample and forthright attention to 
Etheridge’s “longtime love, 
director Julie Cypher.” 

“They do a lot of ... bicker¬ 
ing back and forth like an old 
married couple,” Dunn writes, 
“which, in a sense, they are, 
having been together for five 
years. ... The two complement 
each other nicely.” 

Etheridge’s own voice also 
comes through - loud and clear. 
Of growing up in Kansas with¬ 
out lesbian role models, 
Etheridge observes: “There 
were no movies, except in the 
early ’80s, there was ‘Making 
Love,’ which starred two men 
and Kate Jackson. Then, flash 
forward two years later, I kiss 
my first girl, and fireworks go 
off, and music is playing. And 
then it’s just ... clear.”

Boycott has begun in the Bay Area 

SF FISH to Pizza Hut: 

Hold Everything, and Rush

A San Francisco activist 
group formed to monitor and 
protest the activities of the radi¬ 
cal religious right has called for 
a boycott of Pizza Hut restau¬ 
rants because Rush Limbaugh is 
a product spokesman for the 
chain. 

The Bay Area group FISH 
(Fighting Intolerance, 

Scapegoating and Hatred) is 
demanding that Pizza Hut fire 
Limbaugh, and to apologize to 
the women, persons of color, 
lesbian, gay and bisexual per¬ 
sons, and other communities 
regularly attacked by Limbaugh 
on his radio and television pro¬ 
grams. 

“Given that he has been boot¬ 
ed as a spokesman for Florida 
orange juice and Snapple, we 
can only conclude that Pizza 
Hut believes that Rush’s sexist, 
racist, and homophobic views 
are consistent with those of 
Pizza Hut,” said FISH 
spokesperson Natasha Vekic. 

Pizza Hut says the 
Limbaugh spot touting its new 
stuffed crust pizza was just one 
of several celebrity endorse¬ 
ments and is airing infrequently 


- if at all. 

“Rush’s contract with Pizza 
Hut ends July 1,” said Pizza Hut 
spokesman Rick Doughty. “We 
just started a tie-in with the 
movie Casper and Rush doesn’t 
air very often at this point. 

“We wouldn’t use anyone 
who we thought was racist or a 
hatemonger or any of those 
things,” said Doughty. 

“And the ad campaign has 
been phenomenally successful, 
and breaking all of our sales 
records every week.” 

Doughty also said the cam¬ 
paign used other celebrity 
spokespeople, including Donald 
and Ivana Trump. 

FISH joins nearly 100 other 
activist groups nationwide in 
calling for the boycott; it has 
begun a postcard campaign 
directed at Pizza Hut, and will 
distribute boycott cards during 
the International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival and also at 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation booth dur¬ 
ing the annual Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day Parade. 

‘Pig-mating’ 

During the Pizza Hut com¬ 
mercial, Limbaugh praises both 


the product and his own ego, 
according to GLAAD 
spokesman A1 Kielwasser. 

“When he’s not busy pushing 
pizza, of course,” Kielwasser 
observed, “Limbaugh is busy 
bashing lesbians and gays, 
women, and people of color. His 
radio and television broadcasts 
are filled with homophobic mis¬ 
information and downright 
ridicule.” 

During one broadcast of his 
TV show, for example, 
Limbaugh derided a meeting of 
rural lesbians which took place 
on a farm. These women 
Limbaugh said, were “mating 
with pigs” in order to “perpetu¬ 
ate the species.” 

Limbaugh routinely ridicules 
“nearly every group, except a 
very small sliver of the popu¬ 
lace,” said National Lesbian and 
Gay Task Force spokeswoman 
Robin Kane. 

While Kane said the national 
group had just learned of the 
boycott and had not yet taken a 
position on it, she said that 
Pizza Hut’s decision to appoint 
the controversial talk show host 
as a spokesman “was of great 
concern to us.”

for specific students.” 

The acclaimed Segal sculpture of a lesbian and 
a gay male couple resting on a park bench received 
more than $10,000 in damage from the attack by 
student vandals. 

Also increases rewards 

The Marks legislation would also allow the 
governor to issue rewards in unsolved hate crimes, 
such as the shooting of Victor Rohana, a young gay 
man, last fall. 

Rohana nearly died after two men in a passing 
Suzuki Samurai spotted him holding hands with a 
male companion, yelled anti-gay epithets at him, 
pinned him to a wall with their car, and then shot him. 

Despite an extensive investigation, police have 
no substantial leads in the incident. 


Experts say Rohana’s attackers may have been 
members of local gangs and that a $25,000 reward 
offered by Mayor Frank Jordan and District 
Attorney Smith may have inadequate. 

Marks’s measure would allow the governor to 
issue an award of up to $50,000 to augment local 
efforts. 

“Although SB 911 was opposed by right wing 
Christian legislators, it was supported by moderate 
Republican leader Ken Maddy. It’s one step closer 
today to the governor, and we believe that he could 
sign it,” Marks spokesperson Mike Bosia told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

The proposed legislation emerged from Marks’s 
subcommittee on crime, which includes Senator 
Tom Campbell of Stanford and Senator Dianne 
Watson of Los Angeles. 

The measure is supported by hate violence and 
community groups, including Intergroup 
Clearinghouse and Community United Against 
Violence. ▼

NCLR Gears Up with $450K Grant; 
Opens Growth Campaign 


Those damn lesbians' will be celebrating in SF this Friday

Fortified by a landmark $450,000 
grant from the Joyce Mertz-Gilmore 
Foundation, the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights will kick off a three-year 
growth campaign, “Life, Liberty, and the 
Pursuit of Happiness: A Campaign for 
Lesbian Justice,” with a San Francisco 
gala this Friday, June 2. 

The goal of the campaign is to double 
the number of members nationwide, and 
raise $2.3 million over the next three 
years, to build a stronger national leader¬ 
ship role for the NCLR, said Liz 
Hendrickson, executive director. 

“We want to raise our visibility by vis¬ 
iting every state in the country by our 
20th anniversary in 1997, and make our 
extensive knowledge and educational 
resources available to all lesbians,” 
Hendrickson said. 

The Joyce Mertz-Gilmore Foundation 
is a private foundation based in New York 
City that supports national non-profits, 
including cultural and human rights activ¬ 
ity. It is a unique private foundation that 
supports lesbian and gay organizations. 
The gift of almost half a million dollars to 
NCLR is seen by the group’s leaders as a 
vote of confidence in the organization’s 
ability and unique position to champion 
lesbian and gay civil rights. 

The NLRC grant was part of a pack¬ 
age making it one of the largest ever 
given by a private foundation, 
Hendrickson explained to the B.A.R. It 
will provide funds for new technologies 


in communication, including taking the 
NCLR online with their own World Wide 
Web site on the Internet, Hendrickson 
said. 

NCLR is member-supported, with a 
mailing list of 14,000 individuals and 
groups. The three-year campaign aims to 
sign up 15,000 new members throughout 
the U.S., and strengthen local and region¬ 
al ties to related groups, individual 
activists, cooperating volunteer attorneys 
and law firms, and individual supporters. 

The NCLR legal resource center is 
based in San Francisco, with a public pol¬ 
icy office in New York. The center files 
briefs on a wide variety of cases chal¬ 
lenging discrimination against lesbians in 
every sphere. 

Taking the beef to Omaha 

One example of the effectiveness of 
the organization can be seen in the trip 
by NCLR’s Kate Kendell to Omaha, 
Nebraska in Februrary. As a direct result 
of that legal visit, Mary Dean Harvey - 
the director of the Nebraska Department 
of Social Services who instituted a con¬ 
troversial policy that prohibited placing 
state foster children in homes where par¬ 
ents identify as lesbian or gay - has 
resigned. 

Harvey was one of the few champions 
of that policy, and it resulted in a storm of 
protest from within and without the 
department after Kendell’s visit. Kendell 
told the B.A.R. in a brief interview 
Tuesday the policy is “now up in the air,” 
and its implementation has now been 


stalled. “We hope it will die a slow and 
painful death,” she smiled. 

NCLR also advocates for new laws 
affecting lesbians in the areas of civil and 
human rights, adoption and custody, 
youth advocacy, employment, housing, 
healthcare, and immigration. 

Shannon Minter, staff attorney and 
youth project coordinator at NCLR, has 
been a leader in the battle to overcome 
the homophobia of mental health profes¬ 
sionals and the American Psychiatric 
Association and to increase meaningful 
legal protections for young lesbian and 
gay people. 

The NCLR conducts educational 
workshops and publishes information on 


parenting options, emergency health care, 
employment rights, and a host of issues 
of interest to lesbians nationwide. 

Friday’s gala 18th anniversary party 
for NCLR will be held 5:30 to 8:30 p.m. 
at Delancey Street’s Town Hall, located at 
600 the Embarcadero. Entertainment will 
be provided by the popular Bay Area 
jazz-combo Nicholas, Glover and Wray, 
with author JoAnn Loulan serving as 
emcee. Roberta Achtenberg will attend. 
Admission tickets begin at $75. T

Snaps Up Presents, raised 
$5,042 for Ellipse AIDS 
Services in San Mateo. 

The Friday, May 12 event 
lasted from 7 p.m. to midnight. 
For each ticket sold. Three 
Snaps Up Presents donated $1 
to the AIDS group. 

Although the weather turned 
sour the day of the event and 
riders waited in line through 
intermittent sprinkles and down¬ 
pours, the majority of the rides 
were in operation for the private 
party, and all the attendees 
enjoyed such attractions as the 
Top Gun Roller Coaster, the 
Grizzly Roller Coaster, and the 
Days of Thunder interactive 
Race Course attraction. 

A second event planned for 
the same weekend at Raging 
Waters, in San Jose, with pro¬ 
ceeds to benefit the Center for 
Living with Dying, was unfortu¬ 
nately cancelled due to the 
weather. The event has been 
rescheduled for September 17, 
1995. 

Different management, 
same invisibility 

Although the event was 
heavily promoted in the gay 
press, callers to Great America 
would have been hard pressed to 
find details of the Pride Friday 
private party. The park’s voice 
mail system includes an upcom¬ 
ing “special event” hotline - 
where the Pride event was not 
advertised. The message on the 
hotline the day of the party indi¬ 
cated the next private event was 
to be held Friday, May 19th. 
That event was a Christian 
Fundamentalist party. 

When the management office 
was asked why the Pride Event 
was not on the hotline, the oper¬ 
ator (who identified herself only 
as “Cindy”) at first hedged, stat¬ 
ing the event was not open to the 
public, and therefore did not 
qualify for the hotline. 

After pointing out the same 
criteria applied to the Christian 


event scheduled for one week 
later, and that the general public 
could indeed purchase tickets to 
the Pride party if they wished, 
Cindy responded the event was 
not posted to “make sure you 
people were safe. 

“We didn’t want to advertise 
this and have people showing up 
and causing trouble,” she said. 

Great America, when owned 
by the Marriott corporation, had 
a history of homophobia, and 
had been picketed by gays in the 
past, even when “gay” events 
were being held in the park. 

Nowhere that night were the 
words “gay,” “lesbian,” or even 
“homosexual” in evidence. The 
tickets stated the Pride Friday 
party was an “AIDS Benefit,” 
and approaching the gate a 
recorded announcement repeat¬ 
ed the message “Welcome to 
Great America for your night” 
over the PA system, without 
ever specifying who the “you” 
was. 

All attractions 
open ... maybe 

Advance publicity stated all 
attractions would be open, save 
for the “kiddy rides,” and 
indeed, the children’s area was 
closed. Not only was it closed, 
the entire area was roped off, 
with “No Admittance” signs 
hanging from the ropes. 

But while all major adult 
attractions were open, the 
“breakdown” rate seemed to be 
extremely high for the evening. 

For the first hour, two of the 
four roller coasters - the Demon 
and the Grizzly - were inopera¬ 
tive due to “technical difficul¬ 
ties,” although empty cars were 
being run through the attraction. 
After they finally opened, each 
attraction ran a single set of cars 
through, despite the lengthening 
lines of riders, while additional 
sets sat idle. 

At one point, when the Edge 
- an attraction in which riders 
plunge eight stories straight 
down in freefall - was closed 
due to “technical problems,” a 
voice from the line called out, 
“We have all these lesbians here 
with tools. You need help fixing 
these things?” 


For the entire evening, 
though, attendees were buoyant 
and jubilant, enjoying the 
evening and the companion¬ 
ship. ▼

Cheers and Tears Greet Cal 
AIDS Riders in L.A. 

Final tally: $5M for SF/LA AIDS services

They rode for those who 
couldn’t. They rode to raise 
money for AIDS. But in the end, 
the 1,800 cyclists who endured 
the week-long 530-mile journey 
from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles rode because they had 
to. Each had a personal chal¬ 
lenge, a heart-rending story, a 
deep commitment to visibly 
demonstrate that those already 
lost and those still valiantly bat¬ 
tling the disease will never be 
forgotten. 

And in the end, the sore-seat¬ 
ed but elated California AIDS 
bikeriders raised over $5 mil¬ 
lion, to be shared by the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation and 
The Jeffrey Goodman Special 
Care Clinic at the Los Angeles 
Gay & Lesbian Community 
Services Center. 

Singer Paula Abdul hosted 
the May 20 closing ceremonies 
in West Hollywood, which fea¬ 
tured Melrose Place star Doug 
Savant; Erik Estrada; Chastity 
Bono, lesbian daughter of right 
wing U.S. Representative Sonny 
Bono and Cher; Married ... with 
Children star Christina 

Applegate; Sister Act star Kathy 
Najimy; and three-time Tony 
Award winner Hinton Battle. 

Impressive as the show was, 
it still took second place in the 
minds of the thousands of peo¬ 
ple who were jammed onto 
closed-off Santa Monica 
Boulevard to stare up San 
Vicente in anticipation of the 
riders streaming down the hill. 
Among the boosters watching 
for family members and friends 
to come home was Los Angeles 
Deputy Mayor Mike Keeley, 
who came to watch his boss. 
Mayor Richard Riordan, ride 
the last 70 miles from Ventura 
County. Balloons and congratu¬ 
latory signs lined the streets. 
Family members and friends 
clutched each other. The West 
Hollywood Cheerleaders got in 
place. 

High spirits, 
deep sorrow 

Finally Abdul called for 
quiet, and the odd mood that 
marks AIDS events - high spir¬ 
its, mixed with deep sorrow - 
descended on the crowd. The 
singer choked back tears as she 
addressed the crowd, first 
reminding them that 30,000 
more people have died of AIDS 
since last year’s California 
AIDS Ride - 2,800 from Los 
Angeles alone - and then draw¬ 
ing attention to a riderless bike, 
symbolic of all those “who will 
never ride a bicycle again.” 

Tears flowed freely as the 
bike was held up by four volun¬ 
teers, led by the parents of 
Jeffrey Goodman, the actor for 
whom The Center’s clinic is 
named. Goodman’s brothers 
Mark and Ken rode this year 
after being inspired by last 
year’s closing ceremonies. 

Suddenly, like an uplifting 
song after a prayer, a roar 
swelled the air as the volunteers 
and support staff bounded down 
the street and assimilated into 
the welcoming throng. Then, on 
cue, the rainbow-colored riders 
appeared, looking like a chunk 
of orange dotted with blue and 


yellow. More and more 
appeared, blazing toward the 
huge strung-up California AIDS 
Ride 2 banner to what seemed 
like endless cheers, tears, and 
applause. Abdul joined every¬ 
one else in picking out rider- 
friends and waving, blowing 
kisses, or thrusting a victory fist 
in the sky. 

The first to officially wel¬ 
come the riders home was one 
of their own: actress Judith 
Light, who, along with her 
actor/husband Robert Desiderio 
and managers Herb Hamsher 
and Jonathan Stoller, rode the 
whole way in memory of their 
dear friend Paul Monette, 
among others. 

Light fought to gather her 
composure as her new “wonder¬ 
ful, intimate family” thundered 
its appreciation. “I feel like 
we’ve all gone through a war 
together,” she said to much 
laughter. Then her tone turned 
political. 

A letter from 
Washington 

“We are in a war,” she told 
the crowd. “We are in a war 
against a disease that’s altered 
the very fabric of our loves. ... 
We are in a war against govern¬ 
ment passivity ... and the hateful 
lack of compassion and blatant 
homophobia this disease has 
uncovered.” But during the 
AIDS Ride, she said, “I have 
had the precious privilege of liv¬ 
ing in a world that is as perfect 
as any I can ever imagine” - a 
world where everyone gives 100 
percent and more; a world unit¬ 


ed for one goal. 

“Imagine what this country 
could be like,” she urged, “if all 
the country followed this exam¬ 
ple.” 

Light went on to thank AIDS 
Ride originator Dan Pallotta 
“for his brilliant creation,” and 
underwriter Tanqueray “for set¬ 
ting a standard of corporate 
courage.” Lastly she thanked all 
the riders and support staff. 
“You feel like my family, and I 
feel privileged that you include 
me.” 

“This ride is about keeping 
hope alive in the battle against 
AIDS,” said The Center’s Lorri 
Jean. “This is the kind of coali¬ 
tion the radical right is afraid 
of.” She then read a letter of 
congratulations from President 
Bill Clinton, which was sporad¬ 
ically booed by a handful of 
ACT UP/LA members who 
have criticized the 
Administration for not taking 
more of a leadership role. 
Nonetheless, the majority of lis¬ 
teners applauded, as they had 
for Riordan and messages from 
U.S. Senators Boxer and 
Feinstein. 

The crowd cheered when 
Clinton wrote that he looked 
forward to the day when “AIDS 
is a nightmare of the past,” after 
which California AIDS Ride 2 
closed on the very highest of 
notes sung by opera star Aprile 
Millo. ▼

Catholic Charities blasted 
In radical Catholic newsletter

Father Jim Schexnayder of the Oakland 
Archdiocese, chair of the Task Force for 
Outreach to Gay and Lesbian Communities 
and Their Families, has been under attack 
for the past two years from fellow Catholics. 

Schexnayder told the Bay Area Reporter 
that a right wing Catholic newsletter pub¬ 
lished in Fremont called The Roman 
Catholic Witness has been condemning the 
outreach work he and Catholic Charities do 
to people with HIV and AIDS. 

One recent article, titled “Ruin of Souls.” 
appeared in the March/ April 1995 issue of 
the Roman Catholic Witness, beginning with 
the sentence, “‘Gay’ rights activist Fr. Jim 
Schexnayder is out prowling again.” The 
article questions Schexnayder’s credibility 
to provide HIV education. “The problem 
with Fr. Schexnayder’s ministry is the disin¬ 
formation, deceit, and falsehoods he con¬ 
veys,” author Paul Stevens postulated, “not 
to mention his serious disregard for Catholic 
moral teaching on sexuality.” 

Stevens, who stated that AIDS ought to 
be seen as a gay disease, theorized that 
Schexnayder’s real aim is to promote homo¬ 
sexuality, based on such “proof’ as a 
January 19, 1995 profde on Schexnayder “in 
one of San Francisco’s sleaziest homosexu¬ 
al newspapers. Bay Area Reporter .” 

Schexnayder told the B.A.R. he takes 
heart in knowing his superiors in the 


Catholic Church back him up. “They 
attacked the Bishop as well,” he said, “so 
he’s supportive. He understands.” 

Schexnayder disputes Stevens’s assertion 
that he works in conflict with church doc¬ 
trine, and said his outreach to the gay and 
lesbian community or with PWAs is well 
within bounds set by the Vatican. “When it 
comes down to people having the right to 
work, to non-harassment,” he said, “that’s 
simply a matter of 
human rights and 
there are church 
documents to sup¬ 
port that.” 

Ultimately, the 
scorn of the Witness 
and Stevens will not 
deter Schexnayder 
from his work: 
“They are a group 
that is out to attack 
those they are 
afraid of and they 
don’t like,” he said. 
“The problem I 
have with publica¬ 
tions like this is that 
I have no way to respond to them.” No one 
from the Witness could be reached for com¬ 
ment by presstime. Schexnayder comment¬ 
ed that when he’s tried to respond to the 
newsletter’s editorial staff, he was again 
attacked in print. ▼

Rhode Island’s Eleven Year 
Fight For Gay Rights Pays Off

Rhode Island became the 
ninth state to protect the civil 
rights of lesbians and gays on 
May 22, when Republican 
Governor Lincoln C. Almond 
signed the bill into law. It culmi¬ 
nates eleven years of difficult, at 
times tumultuous, struggle to 
pass the legislation. 

Wisconsin began the process 
of protecting the civil rights of 
lesbians and gays in 1981. 
California, Connecticut, 

Hawaii, Massachusetts, 

Minnesota, New Jersey, and 
Vermont have followed suit. 

Since 1984 the Rhode Island 
State General Assembly has 
treated the bill like a ping pong 
ball. One year the House would 
pass it but not the Senate, and 
the next year the chambers 
would reverse themselves, and 
then reverse again, always by 
close votes. 

The situation intensified in 
1993, when newly elected state 
senator Will Fitzpatrick (D- 
Cranston) took to the floor as 
the state’s first openly gay elect¬ 
ed official. 

Julia Pell became the chief 
lobbyist for the Rhode Island 
Alliance for Lesbian & Gay 
Civil Rights. She is the lesbian 
daughter of the State’s senior 
U.S. Senator, Claiborne Pell. 


The pair pushed through a 
strong vote in the state Senate, 
but found the bill bottled up in a 
House committee. “We were 
screwed,” Fitzpatrick said blunt¬ 
ly- 

The House had a final oppor¬ 
tunity to dislodge the bill and 
bring it to a floor vote, but did¬ 
n’t, which prompted a near-riot 
from gay and lesbian supporters 
in the visitors gallery. Their 
boisterous demonstration of 
rage lasted for hours and forced 
the House to adjourn, and the 
televised coverage shocked the 
complacency of gays and 
straights across the state. 

Strong clergy support 

Community leaders went 
back to the drawing board to 
build their grass roots organiz¬ 
ing and to influence the next 
round of Assembly elections. 
Key anti-gay members either 
retired or were defeated in 
1994. 

Prospects looked good for 
the 1995 session. Democratic 
leaders in both houses support¬ 
ed the effort. Republican 
Governor Almond said, “I don’t 
know of anything in the bill that 
I would consider significantly 
controversial.” 

A group of 24 clergy mem¬ 
bers called a news conference in 
support of the legislation in 


early May. Most spoke from 
personal moral convictions and 
not necessarily on behalf of 
their denominations. 

Rhode Island is the most 
heavily Catholic state in the 
nation. Representation from that 
church was noticeably absent at 
the news conference. 

Bishop Gelineau responded 
in writing that the bill “does not 
seem to include language that is 
in opposition to the teaching of 
the Catholic Church that homo¬ 
sexual activity is immoral. If it 
did I would oppose it” But he 
questioned “whether or not it is 
truly needed,” leaving that to the 
judgment of the legislators. 

In the judgment of Governor 
Almond, “We have to look at 
[lesbians and gays] as part of 
our society, as distinguished 
from saying that ‘this group is 
out here’ and that ‘this group is 
out here’ and for some reason 
they are different from you and 
I. 

“And you just have to look at 
everyone as being equal. That’s 
what the Constitution of the 
United States is all about.” 

The House passed the bill by 
a comfortable 57-41 margin at 
the end of March. Spirited 
debate in the Senate beat back a 
handful of disabling amend¬ 
ments, and the bill tallied a 26 to 
21 victory. T 
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AIDS Activists 
Get Involved in 
Medicaid Reform

AIDS activists are throwing 
their support behind the 
Medicaid Managed Care Act 
(MMCA) of 1995, in the grow¬ 
ing debate over restructuring 
that program. It is a middle-of- 
the-road approach between the 
status quo - which clearly is not 
sustainable - and the alternative 
of block granting those funds to 
the states. 

Most people living with 
AIDS will make use of 
Medicaid funding at some point 
during their illness. 

Block grants are proposed in 
both the House and Senate 
Republican versions of the bud¬ 
get. A principle motive behind 
them is to rein in the federal 
deficit and balance the budget. 

Advocates claim that simpli¬ 
fying the process will increase 
program flexibility, improve 
services, and reduce administra¬ 
tive costs. The goal is to reduce 
growth in the entitlement pro¬ 
gram from its current ten per¬ 
cent annual increase to a more 
sustainable five or six percent 
increase. Projected “savings” 
over the next seven years are at 
least $175 billion. 

“While I agree that we 
should give states more flexibil¬ 
ity, I do not believe that it is rea¬ 
sonable to expect the federal 
government to hand over $100 
billion per year without expect¬ 
ing accountability,” said moder¬ 
ate Republican Senator John 
Chafee of Rhode Island, in 


introducing the MMCA on 
Monday, May 22. 

The bill “would allow states 
to require Medicaid patients to 
enroll in managed care,” offer 
certain consumer protections, 
and “set federal standards” for 
the levels of care offered. 

Inching toward 
managed care 

The Medicaid program has 
been inching in the direction of 
managed care: so far nine states 
have been granted - and an 
additional eight have applied for 
- waivers to allow for that type 
of program for some segments 
of their patient populations. 

Chafee cited problems in 
implementing these programs as 
reason for his legislation. 
“These actions have resulted in 
patients being denied medically 
necessary services, and have 
resulted in states and the federal 
government paying for care that 
was never given.” 

“It is, hopefully, a step in the 
right direction,” said Winnie 
Stachelberg, chief AIDS lobby¬ 
ist for the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund (HRCF). 
“Keeping the entitlement status 
of Medicaid is the thing we 
must hold on to, and it does that. 

“It is going to take a concerted 
effort of all activists,” she said, 
“not only of those supporting HIV 
and AIDS policies, but of other 
progressive organizations push¬ 
ing” to pass this legislation and 
prevent the block grant approach.

AIDS Watch ’95 Lobbies in D.C.

AIDS Watch ’95 drew nearly 600 
activists and professionals to Washington, 
D.C. May 20-23 to network, plan strate¬ 
gy, and most importantly to lobby 
Congress. Participation was double that 
of last year’s AIDS Watch, drawing rep¬ 
resentatives from all 50 states. 

Sunday was filled with workshops and 
briefings. But as sunset approached par¬ 
ticipants gathered in Lafayette Square, 
across from the White House, for the 


twelfth annual candlelight march and 
memorial. 

They marched down Pennsylvania 
Avenue, first the newly closed section, 
then all the way to the foot of the 
Capitol, for the program. AIDS czar 
Patsy Fleming, whose office has 
shrunk from 24 to four people, was one 
of the speakers. She was roundly booed 
every one of the four times she men¬ 
tioned President Clinton’s name. Her 
message was that the president was 
with them. 


“No, he is not,” seemed to be the 
response from the crowd. 

Troy Petenbrink, spokesman for the 
National Organization of People With 
AIDS, which coordinating the AIDS 
Watch ’95 coalition effort, said 
“Reauthorization of Ryan White is a 
given,” but told the crowd lobbying was 
“an opportunity to say, ‘After you reau¬ 
thorize Ryan White, make sure there is 
enough money for prevention, care, hous¬ 
ing, and research.’” 

A Monday news conference on the 


House side of the Capitol grounds gar¬ 
nered a surprise bonus. Freshman 
Congressman Tom Davis (R-Virginia) 
was nearby with a gaggle of schoolchild¬ 
ren. He accepted an impromptu invitation 
to speak, and surprised those gathered by 
saying he would take the lead in fighting 
to save Defense Department money for 
AIDS research and treatment. 

The next few months will see impor¬ 
tant votes in Congress on AIDS funding, 
Medicaid reform, and mandatory testing 
of pregnant women for HIV. T 


Anti-HIVer Defense Bill Clears House Committee

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Preparing 
for an early June House vote, a power¬ 
ful defense panel worked Thursday, 
May 25 on a massive Pentagon spend¬ 
ing bill that contains provisions to 
promptly discharge HIV-positive indi¬ 
viduals and ban women’s access to 
abortion services in military hospitals 
overseas. 

The House National Security 
Committee completed its Pentagon 
reauthorization late Wednesday night, 
initiating a series of steps that will also 
change the way the Defense 
Department procures equipment and 
deploys troops. 

Despite a full day of contentious 
debate during Wednesday’s markup, the 
bill was approved in committee by an 
overwhelming margin of 48-3. 


The measure includes recommenda¬ 
tions for supplying equipment, funding 
military installations and facilities, and 
spending money for personnel morale, 
welfare, and recreation. 

The measure may also affect U.S. 
troop levels and readiness, criticized in 
past months by many GOP committee 
members as deficient. 

The bill intertwines a number of 
thorny social issues with measures to 
boost military readiness and streamline 
procurement. GOP Representative 
Robert Doman of California penned 
several portions of the bill that reach 
beyond basic military necessity, includ¬ 
ing recommendations for the prompt 
discharge of HIV-positive, but able-bod¬ 
ied, individuals from the armed forces. 

A second Doman proposal to ban 
the access of women serving in the mil¬ 
itary and stationed overseas to abortion 


services in military hospitals survived 
the amendment procedure, as did his 
efforts to trim National Guard youth 
programs. 

Present military abortion policy pro¬ 
hibits federal funds from being used for 
abortions even in cases of rape, incest, 
and emergency procedures. The services 
can be performed if they are paid for and 
done at no cost to the government. 

Doman’s suggestion challenges cur¬ 
rent Pentagon doctrine. The Defense 
Department believes the medical ser¬ 
vice should be available and argues that 
in many overseas areas military service- 
women and their families may not have 
access to safe and adequate abortion 
services off base. 

Doman also presented proposals to 
end the “precipitous” drawdown in the 
U.S. military “that has taken place in 
the last decade,” although his state¬ 


ments were vague about how many 
troops he would add. 

Representative Floyd Spence of 
South Carolina, the Republican chair¬ 
man of the committee, estimated the 
bill would be considered by the full 
House sometime during the week of 
June 12, one week after Congress 
returns from its Memorial Day recess. 

Spence described the defense mea¬ 
sure on Wednesday as “historic” - and 
said its approval marked the first time 
in 20 years a House bill increases the 
entire defense budget over the presi¬ 
dent’s request. 

Defense allocations laid out in the 
wide-ranging House budget plan virtu¬ 
ally freeze defense spending at current 
levels, or about $1.35 trillion over the 
next five years. The Clinton plan calls 
for reductions over the same period of 
time. ▼

The theme for this year’s 
conference, headquartered at 
the Sheraton New York Hotel on 
Seventh Avenue at 53rd Street, 
will be “Gay and Lesbian Jews: 
Taking Our Place in the 


Century.” The keynote address 
will be delivered by Yael Dayan, 
the daughter of former Israeli 
President Moshe Dayan and a 
prominent member of the Israel 
Knesset in her own right. A 
quartet of students from the 
Julliard School of Music will 
perform, as will singer Ricky 
Pen, comics Sara Cytron and 
Jaffee Cohen, and the a cappella 
group Sons and Lovers. 

About 100 seminars will be 
offered over the course of the 
long weekend, and Shabbat ser¬ 
vices will be offered at historic 
Central Synagogue. 

“The concept of community, 
of family, is incredibly impor¬ 
tant to the Jewish people,” said 
Rabbi Sharon Kleinbaum, 
Rabbi for Congregation Beth 
Simchat Torah. “It will be a 
great honor and privilege to 
welcome members of our global 
Jewish family to this city in July 
as they arrive for this major 
biennial event.” T

Jeffrey Crowley, policy ana¬ 
lyst with the National 
Association of People With 
AIDS, echoed that position. 
“Within the AIDS community 
people have been pretty sup¬ 
portive” of Chafee’s proposed 
bill, he said. 

He expressed “concerns 
about the capacity to go to man¬ 


aged care immediately across 
the whole country.” NAPWA 
will suggest “a longer transition 
period and some stronger con¬ 
sumer protections.” 

Jeff Levi, assistant to AIDS 
czar Patsy Fleming, said they 
had not discussed the bill with 
Chafee, but the office has been 
fully engaged in evaluating all 
managed care options. 

The administration has not 
taken a position on the legisla¬ 
tion. T

These inhibitors, according to studies by the 
National Institutes of Health, appear to interfere 
with the pathological changes produced in cells by 
HIV. The NIH study noted HIV-generated signals 
may contribute to the destruction of the critical T- 
cells, ultimately depleting the disease-fighting 
immune system. 

“PN355 is the first antiviral agent to be suc¬ 
cessfully tested in vitro to demonstrate the possible 
utility of tyrosine kinase inhibition for combating 
HIV infection,” said Keith Rhodes, Paracelsian 
president and chief executive officer. 

“The agent’s high selectivity for inhibiting 
retroviral protein tyrosine kinases suggests it may 
also be useful for non-AIDS retroviruses, includ¬ 
ing those associated with herpes, hepatitis, and the 
Ebola virus,” said John Babish, chief scientist at 
Paracelsian. 

Another study, reported in the journal Science, 
linked the destructive effects of HIV with enhanced 
activation of a family of cell division control 
enzymes called cyclin-dependent kinases, or CDKs. 

Scientists are gathering evidence that increasingly 
incriminates the cell cycle machinery in the patholo¬ 
gy of a number of apparently unrelated diseases. 

CDKs, along with protein molecules known as 
cyclins, control and coordinate the molecular events 
of cell division, a fundamental characteristic of liv¬ 
ing organisms. The CDKs function to drive the cell 
through a series of four well-defined phases. 

As the cell moves through its cycle, information 
concerning its activities is sent to a CDK; as long 
as these signals indicate proper cell functioning, 
movement through the cycle continues. 

Keep your kinases on 

Cyclins, a group of proteins discovered in mam¬ 


malian cells, are so named because their concen¬ 
trations rise and fall in a regular pattern during the 
cell cycle, a pattern that enables them to do their 
critical job, turning on, at the appropriate moment, 
the CDKs, whose activity is needed to propel cells 
through their cycle. 

If the cyclins are overproduced or made at the 
wrong time, they would be expected to stimulate 
inappropriate cell division by keeping their partner 
kinases “on” when they should be turned “off,” a 
malfunction that could lead to disease. 

Preliminary evidence also points to PN355’s 
apparent ability to induce apoptosis, or cell death, 
in HIV-infected cells, the scientists said. 

“The massive T-cell destruction caused by HIV 
infection is far out of proportion to the amount of 
virus present,” Babish said. “This indicates the 
apoptotic signals generated by the virus may also 
be transmitted to uninfected immune cells. 
Inhibition of this signal suggests the role PN355 
can play in halting HIV infection.” 

Paracelsian, which has isolated four naturally 
occurring variations of PN355, will conduct stud¬ 
ies to determine their antiviral potency. PN355 was 
identified from the company’s library of Chinese 
herbal medicines, which was expanded as part of a 
merger with Pacific Liaison, Inc., of Ithaca. Pacific 
Liaison has an inventory of more than 2,000 plant 
extracts used in Asia for treatment of various types 
of cancer and other diseases. 

“Historic use of the PN355-containing herb in 
China and India implies that PN355 would not be 
toxic to humans and should produce few side 
effects,” Rhodes said. 

“By incorporating into our development process the 
traditional knowledge of these materials, acquired over 
centuries of human trial and error, we hope to produce 
a large portfolio of drug candidates more quickly and 
at a lower cost than could be achieved through con¬ 
ventional drug discovery techniques alone.”

Biochemistry and Molecular 
Biology, the scientists said 
they developed the approach 
in response to the drug resis¬ 
tance problem that has 
plagued many initially 
promising therapies against 
HIV 

In laboratory experiments 
with monkey cells, the 
“designer drug” strategy was 
found to minimize HIV’s abil¬ 
ity to mutate so as to evade 
treatment, said Dr. Charles 
Craik, professor of pharma¬ 
ceutical chemistry at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco. 

The study suggests inser¬ 
tion of a defective version of a 
gene encoding a crucial 
enzyme called HIV protease 
into vulnerable cells - which 
would then be used by the 
virus to its own detriment - 
may offer a way to fight the 
spread of HIV in infected peo¬ 
ple, the doctors said. 

HIV protease, comprised 
of two identical protein parts, 
cleaves long chains of HIV 
proteins into the final compo¬ 
nents needed by the virus to 
assemble its protein coat. The 
“trans-dominant inhibitor” 
designed by the researchers is 
a defective version of one of 
these parts. It causes the virus 
to crank out a multitude of 
incomplete progeny that are 
non-infectious and cannot 
reproduce. 

“It’s a case of one bad 
apple spoiling the whole 
bunch,” Craik explained. 

His team found a single 
difference between the natu¬ 
rally occurring and defective 
protein part that can cripple 
the virus by preventing it from 
forming a working protease 
enzyme. 

When a protease enzyme 
was formed containing at least 
one defective protein half, the 
resulting enzyme failed to per¬ 
form its cleaving function, 
thwarting the formation of 


new, complete virus particles, 
the researchers said. 

Doctors testing a variety of 
anti-protease drugs that 
obstruct the ability to cleave 
protein in humans had report¬ 
ed encouraging early findings: 
some of the protease 
inhibitors reduced HIV repli¬ 
cation up to 1,000-fold and 
increased the population of 
the immune system’s critical 
CD4 cells, which are normally 
attacked by HIV in the blood 
and lymph nodes. 

Last month, however, 
Merck Research Laboratory 
scientists reported that within 
six months, the virus mutates 
into forms oblivious to the 
checking power of some of 
these drugs. 

The UCSF team mutated 
HIV viral DNA in one of the 
few regions where the virus 
itself cannot mutate to restore 
enzyme activity. 

‘The virus will still mutate 
but the defective trans-domi¬ 
nant inhibitor will not be sen¬ 
sitive to the mutations and will 
still be able to combine with 
protease halves produced by 
the virus,” said co-researcher 
Lilia Babe. 

“It’s extremely unlikely 
that HIV would become resis¬ 
tant to the defective gene. The 
protease gene of HIV has only 
very rarely been observed to 
mutate in the region encoding 
the protein surfaces that make 
up the interface between the 
twinned protein pieces,” Craik 
said. 

It is too early to categori¬ 
cally state, however, that resis¬ 
tance will not crop up at some 
point, the scientists cautioned, 
adding they are conducting 
studies now on that issue. 

“Theoretically, trans-dom- 
inat inhibitors could be used 
to increase the effectiveness 
of small-molecule HIV pro¬ 
tease inhibitors or several 
HIV enzymes could be target¬ 
ed simultaneously through 
combined gene therapy with 
trans-dominant inhibitors,” 
said co-researcher Jason 
Rose. ▼

Legislative update: the good, 
the bad, and the just plain silly

hose doing HIV-related 
public policy work usu¬ 
ally find themselves 
opposing destructive 
and/or discriminatory legisla¬ 
tion. It is refreshing to see legis¬ 
lation that the HIV/AIDS com¬ 
munity can support. One such 
bill is AB1408, introduced in 
the California state legislature 
by Assemblyman Antonio 
Villaraigosa (D-Los Angeles). 

AB1408 would streamline 
the current process used by the 
California Department of 
Correction (CDoC) to release 
prisoners who are terminally ill 
or physically incapacitated. 
Under current law, prisoners 
often die before their cases are 
ever heard. Over 350 male pris¬ 
oners are known to have died of 
AIDS-related causes alone at 
the men’s prison in Vacaville 
between June 1985 and January 
1995. Among other things, 
AB1408 will set firm time limits 
for the CDoC and courts to 
respond to prisoners’ applica¬ 
tions and establish standardized 
medical criteria for eligibility. 

Rachel Maddow of the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel and the 
Prison Issues Working Group 
sums up the intent of the legisla¬ 
tion: “AB1408 doesn’t propose 
releasing violent thugs on the 
streets. It simply recognizes the 
right of prisoners to die with 
dignity and in the company of 
loved ones.” Prisoners would 
still be required to have a six- 
month life expectancy and to be 
physically unable to commit a 
violent crime. 

If compassion isn’t enough 
of a reason to provide for early 
release of prisoners with life- 
threatening disease, consider 
how much money AB1408 
could save: California incarcer¬ 
ates more individuals than any 
other state, and spends more on 
healthcare than 36 states spend 
on their entire prison budget. 
Numerous complaints to prison¬ 
er advocacy groups and court 
cases indicate that the health¬ 
care provided is questionable at 
best, as well as far more expen¬ 
sive than care provided on the 
outside. The CDoC recently 
reported spending over 
$880,000 maintaining a 24-hour 
armed watch for six months 
over a single prisoner - who 
was at the time in a permanent 
vegetative state. Surely this 
money would have been better 
spent providing comprehensive 
healthcare for all prisoners, as 
well as HIV prevention and 
treatment information. AB1408 
goes to the Assembly floor this 
week. 

Examples of legislation that 
will benefit families are 
California’s AB1104 

(Assemblyman Byron Sher, D- 
Palo Alto) and federal bill 
HR709 (Representative Carolyn

Maloney, D-New York). 
California already has legisla¬ 
tion allowing for joint guardian¬ 
ship of children whose parents 
have a life-threatening disease. 
The parent can identify an indi¬ 
vidual who will share legal cus¬ 
tody if the parent becomes inca¬ 
pacitated and assume full cus¬ 
tody if the parent dies. 
Currently, parents with a life- 
threatening disease must present 
medical evidence suggesting a 
two year or less life expectancy. 
AB1104 would eliminate this 
requirement, simplifying the 
process and allowing parents the 
option of making provisions 
while still healthy. HR709 has 
the same intent of better serving 
the needs of families living with 
life-threatening disease. It 
would require that all states 
establish laws to give parents 
the option of choosing standby 
guardianship. 

One final example of intelli¬ 
gent legislation is AB1529. 
Introduced by Assemblyman 
John Vasconcellos (D-Santa 
Clara), AB1529 would decrimi¬ 
nalize the use of marijuana by 
individuals for whom the herb is 
medically indicated - including 
persons with AIDS, cancer, MS, 
and glaucoma. AB1529 has 
cleared the state Assembly and 
now goes to the Senate. 

The bad 

Among the numerous attacks 
on the rights of prisoners this 
session are AB411 

(Assemblyman Tom Bordonaro, 
R-Paso Robles), AB226 

(Assemblywoman Paula 
Boland, R-Granada Hills), and 
SB 1221 (Senator Charles 

Calderon, D-Whittier). AB226 
would eliminate unsupervised 
family visits for all California 
prisoners. AB411 would elimi¬ 
nate these visits for persons con¬ 
victed of certain crimes. 

There is already a CDoC reg¬ 
ulation that denies persons with 
HIV unsupervised visits with 
spouses and until recently, this 
policy applied to all family 
members. AB411 and AB226 
would extend this cruel policy 
to all prisoners. SB 1221 guts the 
“Prisoner’s Bill of Rights” elim¬ 
inating the right to family visits, 
the right to sue, and most omi¬ 
nously, the right to confidential 
correspondence with an attor¬ 
ney. Because there are no confi¬ 
dentiality protections in prison, 
legal mail is often the only way 
prisoners can inform the outside 
world of HIV and sexual orien¬ 
tation-related human rights 
abuses. 

AB380 would provide that 
HIV-positive people convicted 
of most sex crimes would 
immediately receive a life sen¬ 
tence. Legislation already on the 
books requires a three year addi¬ 
tion to the sentence. About the 
only sex-related conviction not 
included is prostitution. So why 
should anyone care if HIV-posi¬ 
tive sex-offenders get a life sen-

tence? Bill Thorne of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate responds, 
“Two reasons. First, it makes 
having HIV the crime. Rapists 
should be punished accordingly 
for the violent crime they com¬ 
mit, not because they have HIV. 
Second, the list of crimes 
includes sex with anyone under 
the age of eighteen. We’re not 
necessarily talking about child 
molesters here. Does a 21-year- 
old who has safe sex with a 17- 
year-old deserve a life sentence? 
As an HIV-positive gay man, I 
find this legislation really 
scary.” 

Just plain stupid 

SB889, introduced by State 
Senator Tim Leslie (R- 
Camelian Bay), and HR 1289, 
introduced at the federal level 
by Representative Gary 
Ackerman (D-New York), 
would unblind a Centers for 
Disease Control study that has 
been collecting newborn blood 
samples from 45 states since 
1988 - giving the results to new 
mothers without counseling or 
informed consent. The purpose 
of this study is to determine 
through a blinded random sam¬ 
pling, the rate of HIV infection 
among childbearing women. 
Since nobody knows which 
blood sample belongs to which 
patient, blinding guarantees that 
the results are completely 
anonymous and provides a more 
accurate picture of infection

Iversen told the B.A.R. that 
while Berkeley city council 
reportedly refused to fund 
RCD’s AIDS housing plan 
because of its high price tag, 
council members did approve 
around $800,000 in housing for 
senior citizens and battered 
women. “Cost effectiveness cer¬ 
tainly wasn’t brought up there,” 
he said. Worse, according to 
Iversen, the city manager 
wrongly cited neighborhood 
opposition as a legitimate rea¬ 
son not to release $42,500 in 
city housing funds. 

“That’s illegal, to use bigotry 
as a reason not to fund some¬ 
thing,” he said.

rates than data from voluntary 
test sites. 

Partly in response to legisla¬ 
tive attempts at unblinding the 
study, the CDC recently halted 
it. Regardless, Leslie and 
Ackerman plan to push through 
their proposed bills or a revised 
version. Thus far, Leslie has 
been successful. Advocates 
were assured by members of the 
State Senate Health Committee 
that if SB889 passed the com¬ 
mittee, it would certainly die on 
the Senate floor. Not only did 
SB889 clear committee, but in a 
rush to begin the long weekend, 
the Senate voted overwhelming¬ 
ly in favor of SB889. Such 
action causes one to wonder 
whether the California State 
Senate realized it was passing a 
bill to unblind a study that no 
longer exists! SB889 now goes 
to the State Assembly. 

Most organizations con¬ 
cerned about women and chil- 


want to file a frivolous lawsuit,” 
he said. 

Saper, an Oakland physician 
and Berkeley’s former acting 
public health officer who set up 
HIV testing facilities in the city 
in 1987, agreed with Iversen. 
“It’s fairly obvious that there’s 
been discrimination,” he told the 
B.A.R. “Why should the city 
government have the right to be 
discriminatory against this pop¬ 
ulation?” 

Saper said he remains uncon¬ 
vinced of the council’s commit¬ 
ment to finding housing for 
PWAs, and called the city’s 
announced $500,000 AIDS 
housing fund a delaying tactic. 
“They have not said they would 
build any permanent housing,” 
he observed. 

Amy Resner, Mayor Dean’s 
chief of staff, commented, “The 
mayor’s feeling about this com¬ 
plaint is that she is very disap¬ 
pointed that we can’t all work 
together to solve this very 
important issue.” V 


dren, and the CDC agree that 
the best way to protect babies 
from HIV is to prevent infection 
in women. However, well- 
intended legislators continue to 
support short-sighted legisla¬ 
tion. In so doing, they have also 
killed a useful tool for docu¬ 
menting HIV infection in the 
very population they claim to be 
protecting. 

In a surprising display of 
leadership. Senator Dianne 
Feinstein’s office has agreed to 
work with AIDS advocates to 
write legislation which realisti¬ 
cally addresses the issues of 
HIV prevention for women and 
newborns. Many advocates had 
hoped to avoid fighting legisla¬ 
tion with more legislation. It 
seems they now may have no 
other choice.

Too thin

he saying that you can’t 
be “too rich or too thin” 
clearly predates AIDS. 
Certainly we’ve seen 
plenty of people who are too 
thin since the onset of the epi¬ 
demic. Lately I’ve joined their 
ranks: I currently weigh in at 
about 115 pounds, down from 
175 at my “premorbid” level 
and from 135 or so from before 
my last opportunistic infection. 

I still believe, however, that 
you can’t be too rich. 

If I were too rich, I might not 
be too thin. The most effective 
treatment for wasting this 
extreme is human growth hor¬ 
mone (HGH). In studies so far 
most patients getting it gained 
20 to 30 pounds, most of it lean 
muscle mass, as opposed to the 
couple of pounds of fat put on 
by Megace. But it costs $13,000 
for six months of HGH, payable 
in advance. 

Talk about a high cost of liv¬ 
ing! 

Serono, the manufacturer of 
HGH, does talk some about pro¬ 
viding the drug for “indigent” 
patients - although it seems to 
me you could be far from “indi¬ 
gent” and still not have 13,000 
bucks. But this talk seems to 
happen mostly when confronted 
by ACT UP types; in practice 
I’ve yet to hear of anyone col¬ 
lecting any free product. Nor 
have I heard of a Serono repre¬ 
sentative acknowledging the 
existence of charity product to a 
doctor seeking it. 

This is all the result of some 
rather complex, three-way nego¬ 
tiating between ACT UP, 
Serono, and the FDA. Basically, 
Serono is permitted to distribute 
this yet-to-be-fully-approved 
product, and to charge for it. 
This is the novelty, for usually 
you can’t take money for a drug 
that isn’t approved. When ddC 
and D4T were distributed on 
“compassionate access” bases 
they were given free. But 
Serono argued that they would 
simply go broke providing free 
product, and wouldn’t bother 
developing it unless they got a 
better break. 

The deal they reached allows 
them to charge about $25 per 
gram; and a daily dose of HGH 
is six milligrams - .or about 
$150 a day. 

Now ACT-UP has to go 
around trying to get insurers to 
shell out for such a pricey treat¬ 
ment. Rumor has it that 
AU/Golden Gate is close to get¬ 
ting MediCal to pay for HGH, 
which would be a major step 
towards making HGH available 
to the masses. Until then the 
masses - and myself among 
them - have to wait, and hope 
that we don’t wait too long. 

Liquid Cocoa Pebbles 

Not that there aren’t other 
approaches to extreme wasting; 
just none that are anywhere near 


as good. There’s always the 
dreaded TPN, or total parietal 
nutrition. This amounts to get¬ 
ting fed intravenously, and it 
takes about 12 hours of infusion 
per day and you lose all desire 
and ability to eat real food. TPN 
tends to be favored as a purely 
temporary measure, for obvious 
reasons, and I’m unwilling to try 
it, not sure life is worth such a 
heavy cost. 

There’s also the food supple¬ 
ments, of the sort I denounce in 
these pages a few times every 
year. These are the canned for¬ 
mulas, usually available in three 
flavors (yummy vanilla, suspi¬ 
cious strawberry, and tasty 
brown chocolate-like) which, in 
theory, contain all the vitamins, 
minerals and calories needed to 
sustain life. 

My opinion has always 
been that they may sustain 
life, but they sure don’t sup¬ 
port much living, tasting as 
they do. When Diseased 
Pariah News, the AIDS humor 
quarterly, did a blind taste test 
of the leading food supple¬ 
ments a few issues ago, they 
all flunked (garnering com¬ 
ments like “tastes like liquid 
Cocoa Pebbles cereal”). 

But desperate times lead to 
desperate measures. I may hold 
the line at TPN, but I’m anxious 
enough to choke down a few 
cans of foul tasting supplement 
if it can gain me a few pounds. 
And I was persuaded to try a can 
of Advera, the supplement spe¬ 
cially designed for HIVers. To 
my surprise, it even tastes okay 
(it didn’t exist at the time of the 
DPN blind tasting). 

The hitch, as usual, is price. 
Advera costs about $21 per six- 
pack - and I’m looking at a 
three-can-a-day habit. I’ve 
learned that full-page ads for 
trendy medical products, like 
Advera and Marinol, are a reli¬ 
able sign that these are pricey 
products. I might succeed in get¬ 
ting MediCal to pay for it, 
though they’ve proved reluctant 
to so far. I’m not sure how thin 
I’d have to get before they’d 
spring for it, but I hope it’s still 
this side of dead. I mean, it’s not 
like I’m asking them for $150 a 
day worth of HGH! 

Yet. 

Old-fashioned 

There are some other promis¬ 
ing developments around wast¬ 
ing: Thalidomide is proving to 
be effective at reducing levels of 
Tumor Necrosis Factor (TNF), 
which causes wasting in PWAs. 
Alas, the FDA has some prob¬ 
lems allowing any use of 
Thalidomide, since it represents 
their major failure of the centu¬ 
ry. Prescribed as an antidepres¬ 
sant, it produced babies with 
flippers instead of arms and legs 
when given to pregnant women. 
Since then it’s been used care¬ 
fully pretty regularly in Europe 
to treat cancers, without major 
side effects, but the Fed has

never been all that open to out¬ 
side information. 

For those HIVers who are 
suffering from wasting and are 
not pregnant, Thalidomide is an 
interesting option. It’s available, 
or will be soon, from Healing 
Alternatives Foundation, assum¬ 
ing they can persuade the FDA 
and related authorities to let 
them. I know I’ll be starting on 
it as soon as I can, and am 
avoiding pregnancy towards that 
end. 

And there’s always just plain 
food, which is clearly my pre¬ 
ferred way to gain weight. I con¬ 
sider eating to be an old-fash¬ 
ioned and, in contrast to HGH 
and Advera, low-cost way to 
gain weight. It’s just not effec¬ 
tive enough on its own. 

I’ve tried to find the positive 
side of wasting, but it hasn’t 
been easy. It’s true that I can 
now take off my pants without 
undoing the buttons, but this 
has never been a major goal in 
life. It’s also true that someone 
who looks at me knows at a 
glance I’m an HIVer, or more 
precisely, a PWA. At twenty 
pounds heavier most people 
could figure it out, but some¬ 
times they just assumed I’m a 
junkie instead (the two condi¬ 
tions have superficially similar 
“looks”). 

What is clear is that I’m sim¬ 
ply too thin, and that I’ve got to 
gain back some weight - or die. 

Goddess grant that, before 
that occurs. I’ll learn what it’s 
like to be too rich! T

basic human rights to hous¬ 
ing and employment - and 
it is wrong,” Jordan told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

San Francisco District 
Attorney Arlo Smith also 
slammed Lungren for sup¬ 
porting the measure. 

“It’s just outrageous. It’s 
strictly anti-gay and les¬ 
bian. Notice that only a 
handful of attorneys gener¬ 
al support the brief. A 
handful of hard core right 
wing attorneys general, not 
the national association of 
attorneys general,” Smith 
said. 

Amendment 2 clearly 
deprives lesbians and gays 
of their rights,” Smith said. 

The brief argued that the 
Colorado ruling would 
extend the same rights to 
“any and every special 
interest group” and argued 
that the Constitution pro¬ 
tected only racial minori¬ 
ties and a few other 
groups. 

“Should Amendment 2 
be upheld,” said Fight the 
Right spokesman Robert 
Bray of the National 
Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force, “it will foster an 
open season of discrimina¬ 
tion and harassment of gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual 
Americans.” 

Bray said that giving 
lesbian and gay people pro¬ 
tections “does not water 
down civil rights for oth¬ 
ers.” 

NRA delusions? 

Lambda Legal Defense 


and Education Fund attor¬ 
ney Suzanne Goldberg 
said that the anti-gay 
Colorado measure had 
nothing to do with states’ 
rights. 

“These measures are 
unconstitutional because 
they single out and block 
one group - gays and les¬ 
bians - from ever obtaining 
redress for discrimination, 
no matter how great the 
need,” Goldberg said. 

Gay activist and San 
Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano told the Bay 
Area Reporter that 
Lungren should be 
recalled. 

“How gratuitous of 
him,” Ammiano said. “I 
think he’s under the delu¬ 
sion, common to members 
of militias and the National 
Rifle Association, that 
there really isn’t the sepa¬ 
ration of church and state.” 

Supervisor Carole 
Migden called Lungren’s 
support of the anti-gay 
measure “totally cynical,” 
and said he was pandering 
for future right wing politi¬ 
cal support. 

“It’s a gesture that he 
will use with the religious 
right to say that he stood up 
to the queers and has 
earned their financial sup¬ 
port if he runs for governor 
or other office,” Migden 
said. 

Activists and others 
have called for Lungren to 
remove his name and the 
name of California From 
the brief and to add 
California’s support to a 
brief asking the Supreme 
Court to rule the measure 
unconstitutional. ▼

Onward and Upward 

Tess Martin and Frameline Ride Out Waves in Festival 95 


i t’s taken nearly 20 years, but 
Frameline, producers of San 
Francisco’s hugely successful 
International Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival, has finally experienced the 
kind of nightmare year that eventually 
afflicts nearly every not-for-profit commu¬ 
nity organization sooner or later. 

After the 1994 film festival - by all 
accounts an artistic and popular success - 
the organization found itself sitting atop an 
unprecedented debt and without its execu¬ 
tive director. When things were at their 
bleakest, in early January, when staff 
reductions indicated that there might not 
even be a festival. Frameline was hit with 
the devastating suicide of its chief pro¬ 
grammer, Mark Finch, leaving the organi¬ 
zation with only five months to adjust, 
reorganize and move on. 

The latest blow came only weeks ago 
when the gay press jumped on the news 
that a semi sexually-explicit advertisement 


by Paul Bollwinke! 


for the Eros safe sex club was rejected by 
the festival’s catalog producers. 

For Tess Martin, who became 
Frameline’s executive director in 
November, the last seven months have been 
a test of her skills as an arts administrator 
and a jolting welcome to San Francisco, 
where being a public figure in the gay com¬ 
munity presents challenges probably not 
duplicated anywhere else in the world. 

Despite whispers of chaos and unfound¬ 
ed charges that Frameline is becoming 
“totally right wing,” planning for the 19th 
festival (opens June 9) is complete and 
ticket sales are booming. According to 
board member Michael Lumpkin, who, 
from 1978 until 1992, was the festival’s 
programmer and primary driving force, 
Martin stepped in quickly and successfully 
kept the organization on track during some 
very difficult times.

T ommy Tune, Broadway’s 
tap-happy dance king, has 
a new show wheeling 
toward the Great White 
Way.

Anyway, dur¬ 
ing our drive, he tried to show 
me Gay Scotland in all its 
glory. 

Now, I feel very good about 
Scottish men. Black hair and 
green eyes. Furrowed brows. 
That dark manner and self-dep¬ 
recation that has become part of 
the lovely, brooding landscape. 
And, of course, those skirts. 
Well, kilts in Scotland, skirts 
everywhere else. I was astound¬ 
ed to find out that kilts are worn 
not only by fashionable gay 
men in Glasgow dance clubs 
but also by straight guys. The 
Scottish army wears them as a 
uniform. Cute! What is more 
sexy than those 
big, black¬ 


haired Scottish thighs sinking 
out of woolen plaid? What 
could be more charming than 
Scottish guards at various cas¬ 
tles all dressed up in their smart 
skirts and blouses, acting as 
butch as they can because they 
have to defend that castle from 
... Japanese tourists? 

I might add, too, that those 
guards are traditionalists - they 
wear nothing underneath. All I 
could do was take photos of 
those bearded boys in their 
“uniforms,” all the while think¬ 
ing, “Lift it up. Lift it up.” I 
asked them giggly, silly ques¬ 
tions about the castle. I dropped 
things on the ground hoping 
they’d be polite enough to bend 
over and pick them up.

And that is glorious Gay 
Scotland. 

Tragic ... and tacky 

Some of Gay Scotland was 
also tragic, how¬ 
ever. Once we 


left Glasgow, Scotland became a 
third-world country. Or subur¬ 
ban America, which is roughly 
the same thing. Gay boys with 
big hair. Gay bars with lots of 
cliques, where queens dance 
without irony to Bee Gees 
songs. You look around at those 
places, and you think, “No won¬ 
der people are closeted in these 
small towns. If this was all I had 
to look forward to. I’d stay in 
the closet too.” 

But Dundee was the worst. 
This was the last leg of our 
journey, our penultimate show 
before the tour’s end in 
Edinburgh. And I guess the per¬ 
son who ran this 400-seat the¬ 
ater forgot to advertise because 
only 60 people showed up. Fun. 
It was more like a 12-step 
meeting than a comedy show. 
Anyway, after the show, some 
queens corralled Collin and me 
into this bar called The Spot, or 
The Cool Place (maybe it was 
The Stroll of Shame?), or 
something that sounded vague¬ 
ly amusing when pronounced 
with a Scottish accent. So, 
there we were sipping our beers 
and making fun of people when 
out of nowhere these dykes 
started to fight. And these were 
some butch chicks. Big girls. 
Large boned. And mean. I was 
scared of them. They were real¬ 
ly scary. 

They were in two groups of 
four, defending the honor of 
their femmes by hammering 
away at one another with big 
tattooed arms. Pow! Pow! 
Slick-backed hair was being 
pulled, eyes were being 
gouged. The angry eight grew 
into a tumultuous 12, which 
became a furious 15, and sud¬ 
denly all the dykes were either 
screaming or brawling. Tables 
were being knocked over, 
drinks were flying through the 
air. This wasn’t a friendly kilt 
march. These dykes were out 
for blood. 

And what did all the gay 
men do? Nothing. Well, that’s 
not entirely true. They kept 
dancing to all those fab ’80s 
tunes. Staring straight ahead 
- well, as straight as they 
could stare - saying noth¬ 
ing. “This happens all the 



time,” one of the boys told me 
later. “Even if we do notice it, 
what can we do? Those gals 
could snap us like wishbones.” 
Charming. 

So the dykes fought for 
about 15 minutes. Then one 
was thrown out. Then a new 
dyke joined the ranks (maybe 
an apprentice?), and they 
fought on. New arguments 
were discussed - “You bitch, 
you touched my girlfriend” and 
“You cunt, I saw you look at 
my girlfriend” were the most 
popular themes - and new 


alliances formed. It was a box¬ 
ing soap opera, where the hot 
blood of new characters needed 
to be added to keep the story 
alive. 

But every good story must 
come to an end, and the bar 
closed. But there’s always the 
parking lot, and so the bout 
raged on. I don’t know the out¬ 
come - I had to leave Dundee 
the next morning. Who knows. 
They might still be fighting their 
War of Indulgence.

‘Night School’ Returns With 
A ‘Festival of Freethinking’

ush Limbaugh in Night 
School, Charlie Varon’s 
popular one-man farce 
about the downfall of 
the bombastic radio talk-show 
host, has lost a lot of its potency 
in the wake of recent events. 
The Oklahoma bombing tragedy 
and the subsequent debate on 
the role of Right Wing talk radio 
in creating the climate for such 
violence is the filter through 
which audiences now perceive 
the play. As a result, Rush 
seems outdated. 

This certainly isn’t the talent¬ 
ed Varon’s fault, and there’s still 
plenty of laughs to be had in the 
Frontline documentary spoof he 
and David Ford have developed 
at The Marsh. Though it takes a 
long while to get there, the cli¬ 
mactic pay-off - involving a 
Spalding Gray-directed Othello 
in Central Park with Limbaugh, 
Jackie Mason, Garrison Keillor 
and Cokie Roberts, a pissing 
homosexual performance artist, 
a rival Puerto Rican talk show 
host, the heart attack of a 
wealthy WASP scion reunited 
with his long lost daughter from 
the ’60s Weather Underground, 
and a feminist contingent of 
revenge-seeking Desdemonas - 
is dizzying and uproarious. 

Varon performs with won¬ 
derful confidence and timing, 
distinctively taking on some 20 
characters with minute but 
definitive changes. His Jackie 
Mason is uncanny and as funny 
as the real thing. His Spalding 
Gray comes closer to channel¬

ing than impersonation. And the 
self-satisfied, all-too calculated 
laconicism of his Garrison 
Keillor has a wicked kick. 

But Rush Limbaugh in Night 
School is informed primarily by 
Varon’s own sweet-tempered 
personality; his humor is gently 
mocking rather than pointed or 
angry. Varon’s take on 
Limbaugh has him redeemed by 
his love for Nina Eggley, the 
Weather Underground daughter, 
and by his loss of success and 
fame. This is a humane, com¬ 
passionate vision that says, in 
effect, that Limbaugh is capable 
of change, that his exposure to 
the “broader world” of New 
York City’s New School, which 
sets the plot in motion, trans¬ 
forms him into someone more

thoughtful, wise and sensitive. 

The overall effect, however, 
renders Limbaugh as innocuous, 
and that just doesn’t play any¬ 
more, if it ever did. Seven 
months ago, this vision of 
Limbaugh might have seemed 
original and clever, even 
provocative, but now it just 
looks inane. 

One doesn’t have to demo¬ 
nize Limbaugh or ignore his 
occasionally valid (and amus¬ 
ing) skewering of liberal excess¬ 
es to be appalled by the 
immense lack of shame in him. 
He’s a huge, juicy target for 
something far more devastating 
and downright mean - the epito- 
mization of every negative 
stereotype of fat-ass right

fantastic through the dandy sets 
and costumes circa London 
1938. But the real treat Buskers 
offers is a new score by Richard 
M. and Robert B. Sherman, the 
songwriting brothers who gave 
us the glorious musical score to 
Mary Poppins and a load of 
Disney gems like Annette 
Funicello’s “Pineapple 

Princess,” the scores for 
Bedknobs and Broomsticks and 
Summer Magic, The Jungle 
Book’s “I Wanna Be Like You,” 
The Parent Trap’s “Let’s Get 
Together” and Disney theme 
park chestnuts “It’s a Small 
World” and “The Tiki, Tiki, Tiki 
Room.” 

Convoluted evolution 

From the minds that crafted 
“Feed the Birds” (from 
Poppins), arguably one of the 
finest songs ever written for a 
movie-musical, comes a “new” 
score the brothers have been 
working on for the last 28 years. 
While under contract for 
Disney, the Shermans collabo¬ 
rated with A.J. Carothers on The 
Happiest Millionaire, an unsuc¬ 


cessful movie-musical that 
starred Fred MacMurray, Greer 
Garson and a newly hot English 
song-and-dance man named 
Tommy Steele. The Shermans 
and Carothers began to search 
for a project they could musical- 
ize for Steele and came across 
the 1938 British film St. 
Martin’s Lane, which was, iron¬ 
ically, re-titled for uncultured 
Americans as Sidewalks of 
London. The plot’s love story 
centered on Charley, a busker 
who falls in love with a young 
woman he takes under his wing 
and trains to be a busker herself. 
Ultimately, she makes the leap 
into one of St. Martin Lane’s 
legitimate theaters and leaves 
poor Charley to console himself 
with his street entertaining. 

Paramount Studios optioned 
the show, which was then called 
Piccadilly, but after a string of 
musical bombs in the late ’60s 
and early ’70s, Paramount 
dropped the option. Then an 
English producer leaped on it, 
but when Steele’s ego became 
too big, the project was 
scrapped. Years went by, and the 
Sherman brothers and Carothers 
let their option on the original 
film drop. 

That should have been the

Cameo performances 
by local celebs 

As part of this return engage¬ 
ment at the Marsh, Varon is 
offering benefit performances 
each Sunday in June featuring 
cameo appearances by writers 
and performers, those “femi- 
nazis, environmental wackos, 
and unreconstructed humanists” 
so germane to the Bay Area. 
This “Festival of Freethinking” 
will donate that evening’s box- 
office to the charity or organiza¬ 
tion of the guest star’s choice. 
Of particular interest to queer 
audiences are the June 4 appear¬ 
ance of Brian Freeman of Porno 
Afro Homos and the June 18 
stint of sexpert Susie Bright. 

Starhawk, eco-feminist, witch, 
and writer was the featured guest 
of the Sunday, May 21 perfor¬ 
mance. Starhawk is a charming, 
warm woman who seemed game 
for the experiment Varon has cre¬ 


ated - she read a scene from one 
of her books where Rush and 
Nina happen upon her in a 
Greenwich Village bookstore, 
which was followed by another in 
which she is interviewed by an 
unctuous PBS telethon host. But 
Starhawk is not really a per¬ 
former. She came across rather 
flat in the reading and stumbling 
in her interview, though she did 
get off a good comic bit about 
Rush’s consciousness being “a 
big block of cement.” 

Despite the promise of the 
show’s advertising, however, 
Varon hasn’t genuinely adapted 
the play to include any interac¬ 
tion or confrontation between 
Limbaugh and these San 
Francisco “wackos.” One of the 
more meaningful criticisms of 
Limbaugh is that he remains iso¬ 
lated in his radio booth, never 
risking any actual give-and-take 
exchange of ideas with those who 
could challenge him. The fantasy 
of Limbaugh actually engaging 
in a dialogue with a Porno Afro 
Homo or a Sexpert is so tantaliz¬ 
ing that, in his own disingenuous 
way, Varon cheats us as much as 
Limbaugh cheats his listeners. ▼ 


end of the story, but as Richard 
Sherman says, “Serendipity 
took a hand.” Jeff Calhoun, hot 
young director and Tommy 
Tune’s apprentice, called the 
Sherman brothers and asked if 
they had the rights to Mary 
Poppins because Mr. Tune was 
looking for a signature show 
and the role of Bert, the chim¬ 
ney sweep played by Dick Van 
Dyke in the film, would be per¬ 
fect, he said. 

The Shermans responded 
that the Disney Company owned 
the rights, and that PL. Travers, 
the author of Mary Poppins, 
refuses to allow any further pro¬ 
duction development. But, they 
added, there was another show 
he might be interested in. 

“A bell went off,” Richard, 
the younger Sherman, says from 
his hotel in Houston where the 
show is still undergoing 
changes. “We met with Tommy, 
played him the songs and told 
him the story. He flipped! We 
began development immediately 
and after a lot of garbage with 
the lawyers, were able to re¬ 
option St. Martin’s Lane.” 

Devoted anglophiles 

When the show premiered in 
Louisville earlier this spring, 
Sherman says the audience saw 
a good show, but it wasn’t great. 
“We understood the characters, 
but the audience didn’t. The 
dancing was great. Tommy is 56 
and he dances like he’s 25 - but 
a musical needs more. A musi¬ 
cal has to have a story and you 
have to care. To get some depth 
into the story and some intensi¬ 
ty we really have to focus. It’s a 
work in progress, but by the 
time we get to San Francisco, it 
will be pretty much the real 
damn thing.” 

The Sherman brothers come 
by their songwriting talent natu¬ 
rally. Their father, A1 Sherman, 
composed over 500 songs, many 
of them for Eddie Cantor. 
Richard remembers attending 
his first musical theater perfor¬ 
mance when he was little: “My 
father took me to see Showboat, 
and when I heard ‘01’ Man 
River’ I was absolutely wiped 
out. I asked my father why I was 
crying, and he said that the song 
had touched my soul. That’s 
when he suggested that I might 
be able to touch people this 
way.”

Some of the Sherman broth¬ 
ers’ best songs have sprung from 
British-based musicals: “Chim 
Chim Cher-ee” and 
“Supercalifragilisticexpialidoci 
ous” from Poppins and 
“Portobello Road” from 
Bedknobs are good examples. 
This is surprising considering 
that young Bob and Dick 
Sherman were bom and raised 
in Beverly Hills, educated at 
Beverly Hills High and Bard 
State. But Richard Sherman, the 
musician of the pair, says both 
he and his lyricist brother are 
devout anglophiles. “As a child I 
was a Noel Coward freak,” he 
says. “He is one of the most gift¬ 
ed men who ever walked. At 


nine years old. I’d wander 
around singing ‘Mad Dogs and 
Englishmen.’ The Brits know 
how to talk, and I have an affin¬ 
ity for that style.” 

Not having worked on a 
Broadway show since Over 
There, the ’40s revue musical 
the Shermans wrote in 1974, 
Sherman says the road has 
been arduous. “We never 
thought we’d be on the road 
for six months,” he says. “But 
with that line-up of critics 
ready to chop you up, we need 
the road. We need the time to 
get it right. We’re working 
harder than we’ve ever worked 
in our lives, but it’s not a labor 
without joy.” ▼

Baritone Dmitri 

Hvorostovsky and mezzo-sopra¬ 
no Olga Borodina exceeded all 
expectations in a wonderfully 
entertaining and offbeat bit of 
concert programming that 
proved subscribers can appreci¬ 
ate some theatricality now and 
then without sacrificing high 
musical standards. 

If the world of opera rarely 
invades the confines of Davies 
Symphony Hall, the ecstatic 
audience response to these two 
appealing performers and their 
varied repertoire will, doubtless, 
influence future programming. 

Siberian-born Hvorostovsky 
has already made an internation¬ 
al splash with well received 
recitals in concert halls around 
the world. With his smoldering 
dark eyes, shock of prematurely 
gray hair and hunky build, it is 
easy to see him in the great bari¬ 
tone roles. An impish smile and 
intelligent wit heighten anticipa¬ 
tion of his Figaro in The Barber 
of Seville, scheduled for the San 
Francisco Opera (1996) and the 
Vienna State Opera. 

Fans of Hvorostovsky’s 
recordings will be pleased to 
know that the rich, dark baritone 
we hear on disc is no trick of the 
recording studio. Unlike his 
chief rival Thomas Hampson, 
there is a ringing power to the 
voice that should comfortably 
fill the acoustics of even the

T he Cold War is over, and 
as evidence of repaired

Russia is exporting a lot more 
caviar and Vodka these days. 
They’re also exporting some 
major talent, like the two rising 
Slavic stars who graced the 
stage last week at Davies 
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Dmitri Hvorostovsky 


most cantankerous halls. Where 
Hampson’s pleasing light tone 
veers towards the tenor range, 
Mr. Hvorostovsky has a strong 
bass quality that anchors his art 
in soulful, often intense, drama. 

Obviously fluent in Italian, 
his bel canto arias come to vivid 
life alongside the more pre¬ 
dictable forays into the Russian 
repertoire. Hardness of tone is 
carefully controlled, and the 
young singer certainly knows 
how to exploit his remarkable 
strengths. It is a genuinely beau¬ 
tiful voice used wisely. 

Hvorostovsky began with 
Robert’s aria from 
Tchaikovsky’s Iolanthe, which 
was followed by a duet from 
The Tsar’s Bride by Rimsky 
Korsakov and Yeletsky’s aria 
from Pique Dame. 

Orchestral highlights includ¬ 
ed the Polonaise from 
Tchaikovsky’s Eugene Onegin, 
the “Hungarian March” from 
the Damnation of Faust by 
Berlioz and, in the second half, 
the overture to Rossini’s Italian 
Girl in Algiers. 

Wobbleless Wonder 

Mezzo Olga Borodina comes 
to us still fresh from her United 
States recital debut in Davies 
last June during the Russian 
Festival. A star of St. 
Petersburg’s Kirov opera (now 
the Maryinski Theater), she has 
won major vocal competitions 
and scheduled important operat¬ 
ic debuts. 

With Italian diva Cecilia 
Bartoli almost cornering the 
market on mezzo roles, 
Borodina will have to capitalize 
on her own unique qualities if 
she is to rise to the same level of 
stardom. 

Fortunately, she possesses a 
wealth of personal assets, all of 
which were on ample display 
last week. The characteristic 
Slavonic tang is tempered with a 
mostly creamy projection that 
only roughens above the stave 
and is, thankfully, free of wob¬ 
ble. 

The singer performed an aria 


from Samson & Delilah in addi¬ 
tion to arias and duets from 
Donizetti’s La Favorita and 
Rossini’s The Barber of Seville. 

Ms. Borodina could learn a 
thing or two from her concert 
partner about emotional com¬ 
mitment, however. Her solos, 
which were technically focused 
and nothing short of thrilling, 
were only slightly marred by a 
noticeable emotional remove 
from the music. Hvorostovsky’s 
perfect portrayal of the cocky 
Figaro underscored the reti¬ 
cence of her Rosina. It was 
vocally superb, but lacked char¬ 
acter. 

In their duets, Borodina dis¬ 
played more personality, and 
the effect was powerful. 
Singing alone, as Delilah, one 
could picture Samson succumb¬ 
ing to the glory of her voice, if 
not the sensuous force of her 
temperament. 

It might be argued that a 
more restrained delivery is 
appropriate in the context of a 
symphony recital, but opera is 
theater and when Borodina 
learns to emote, her gorgeous 
voice will give La Bartoli a run 
for her money. 

The program was punctuated 
by pedestrian readings of oper¬ 
atic orchestral selections, led by 
Canadian-born Mario Bemardi. 
His career has taken him to 
many of the world’s great con¬ 
cert houses and his sympathetic 
support of the singers easily 
explains why the aforemen¬ 
tioned Bartoli requested his ser¬ 
vices for her recitals in Canada 
and the U.S. 

It would have been nice to 
hear more Russian music from 
such idiomatic performers, but 
Hvorostovsky’s glorious encore 
“Ochi Chomyje” (Dark Eyes) 
was all one could hope for, and 
the tumultuous applause 
prompted Borodina to respond 
with her own encore, an aria 
from Rossini’s La Cenerentola. 
They could have gone on all 
night, but in the West, as else¬ 
where, all good things stop short 
of overtime. ▼

“We hired Tess as executive 
director, which was a long 
process. A lot of the financial 
problems weren’t evident then. 
They came to light slowly dur¬ 
ing her hiring process and after 
she was hired. We brought her in 
because it seemed like she was 
the best person to lead the orga¬ 
nization at this point in time. 
After she was on board we real¬ 
ized the extent of our financial 
crisis and she’s done very well 
keeping the organization togeth¬ 
er. She’s pretty much responsi¬ 
ble for Frameline still being 
around.” 

After eight years with the 
American Film Institute in Los 
Angeles, where she worked as a 
division director in charge of 
production and training pro¬ 
grams, Martin was ready for a 
new city and a new challenge. 
So, along with her partner 
Sarah, who was then four 
months pregnant, she made the 
move to San Francisco, excited 
about the possibilities Frameline 
had to offer. 

“Obviously I knew of 
Frameline,” she told me in a 
recent interview. “I was always 
interested in their catalog when 
I was the president of the board 
of the LA Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival. I had always looked up 
to Frameline as the biggest, the 
best, the oldest and most durable 
of the gay and lesbian film festi¬ 
vals throughout the world. 

“I think that whenever a new 
person comes on board, in some 
way, it’s a reality check for an 
organization, especially one that 
has been so successful. I came 
in knowing there was a deficit. 
But I knew from working with 
non-profits and serving on 
California Arts Council panels 
that Frameline’s percentage of 
earned income was fantastic. It’s 
70 percent - AFI, for compari¬ 
son, was 30 percent. That means 
that of our total budget, 70 per¬ 
cent comes from ticket sales, 
film and video rentals and distri¬ 
bution. That’s phenomenal. The 
rest is contributions.” 

After so many years without 
major cash flow problems, how 
did Frameline wind up in such 
dire financial straits? Martin and 
Lumpkin agreed it was a case of 
too much growth too soon. 

“Because the festival has 
grown every year,” Martin said, 
“the organization probably 
expanded a little too soon and 
may have expanded a little too 
much in terms of days, venues, 
number of programs and spread¬ 
ing out into the East and South 
Bay. I believe we should do that, 
but I’m not sure it should be 
done in the context of the festi¬ 
val itself. I’d like to see us take 
films to those places in the fall 
and keep the festival year 
round.” 

The 1995 festival will utilize 
only two venues: the Castro 
Theatre and, for the first time, 
the 500-seat Victoria Theatre. 

Staff layoffs 

Just after Christmas, the 
board reached the conclusion 
that for Frameline to exist there 
would have to be staffing cuts. It 
was decided that greater use 
would be made of volunteers 
and “contract” employees. 

“The board looked at what 
Frameline does that needed to 
be done, and what is done just as 
well by others,” Martin said. 
“[We asked]. What is the essen¬ 
tial Frameline? Naturally, every¬ 
one came up with the festival. 
So it was thought that for the 
next few months our focus had 


to be directed toward raising 
funds to reduce the deficit and to 
focus on what we knew would 
be the essential programs we 
needed to have this year.” 

The layoffs were effective 
January 1. The film and video 
distribution program was scaled 
back and its director laid off. An 
existing gay and lesbian film 
archives project was put on hold 
and sponsorship coordination - 
crucial for a non-profit - was 
brought in-house. 

“Morale was a little low,” 
said Martin. “People were won¬ 
dering if there would even be a 
festival. And then I got a horri¬ 
ble call on January 15 telling me 
that Mark was missing and that 
his briefcase was found on the 
Golden Gate Bridge. It appeared 
as if the bottom had just 
dropped out of everything for all 
of us.” 

“I figured that my job in 
those first few days was that I 
need to tell everyone that things 
would be OK,” said Martin. 
“I’m in awe of the staff. While 
we all are still feeling the loss, 
we were resilient enough to go 
on doing the work that Mark 
started. He was the consum¬ 
mate, organized, detail-oriented 
person. He had the schedule and 
deadlines all mapped out. He’d 
invited many films that he knew 
were coming up. He had set the 
stage.” 

Lumpkin, who handed the 
artistic reigns over to Finch 
three ago, knows what it’s like 
to be swept up in the crazed 
final months before a major film 
festival. He thinks Frameline 
got back on track with relative 
ease: “There’s some truth to the 
claim that without Mark no one 
knew what was going on. But in 
reality there’s chaos every year. 
It’s always chaos, but I think it’s 
running remarkably well now 
considering what has happened 
in the last year.” 

“Full responsibility” 

Frameline’s most recent side- 
trip into the harsh world of the 
hungry-for-news gay press 
began with the rejection of the 
Eros ad. What seemed a fairly 
innocuous mistake became the 
basis for a front page piece in 
the B.A.R. and an excuse for 
wildly speculative, nearly hys¬ 
terical charges in a Bay Times 
cover story. Both Lumpkin and 
Martin blame miscommunica- 
tion and the lack of a clear poli¬ 
cy on advertising content for the 
“snafu,” but reject charges of a 
censorship conspiracy. 

According to Lumpkin, who 
has compiled his share of festi¬ 
val catalogs over the years, 
“Putting out that catalog is like 
publishing a magazine. In our 
case, by an overworked staff 
that, in addition to publishing a 
magazine, is putting a festival 
together. I’m sure these kinds of 
issues come up for lots of publi¬ 
cations. You obviously draw the 
line when it comes to ad con¬ 
tent. Where do you draw it? In 
this case, a poor decision was 
made. It’s unfortunate that it 
happened and we’re taking full 
responsibility. I don’t think it 
will ever happen again.” 

Martin calls the flap “a mis¬ 
understanding” that “led to a 
mistake that then led to a larger 
misunderstanding. We have no 
policy against any bathhouses 
advertising. We’re involved in 
showing as many different kinds 
of images of gay men and les¬ 
bians as possible and have been 
for the last 19 years. It’s unfor¬ 
tunate it blew up in the way it 
did. It’s been a learning process 
for us. We want to keep the fes¬ 
tival diverse without censor¬ 
ship.”

notes that the infamous rejected 
ad will be included among 
Frameline’s onscreen list of 
sponsors during the festival. 

Old and new guard 

For an organization that has 
wielded worldwide influence 
and enjoyed international suc¬ 
cess, Frameline has earned its 
strong community support. A 
scaled down festival may be all 
that is necessary for a strong 
financial rebound. 

“I think we’ll come out of the 
festival in much better shape 
than we were in a year ago,” 
said Lumpkin. “We’ve been 
operating in a crisis mode for 
the last nine months because of 
finances and then Mark’s death. 
We’ve had to plug a lot of holes 
quickly.” To this end, both 
Lumpkin and former Executive 
Director Tom di Maria will help 
with the day to day operations 
of this year’s festival. 

“It speaks well that two peo¬ 
ple who spent years here are 
back helping us,” said Martin. “If 
people doubt the new guard at 
Frameline, they should note that 
the old guard is still here, too. 
We’re really organized. If there’s 
something missing from this 
year’s festival, it may be the elan 
that Mark’s personality brought 
to it. But the films are the festival 
really. Everyday I feel better 
about the way things are.” ▼

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The Elusive One Strikes Again 


Greta & Cecil 
by Diana Souhami;

ne can’t help feeling a 
little sorry for author 
Diana Souhami, who 
two years ago had a 
book on the “love affair” 
between Greta Garbo and Cecil 
Beaton in print and ready for 
shipment only to have it with¬ 
drawn under the threat of a law¬ 
suit by Gray Reisfield, Garbo’s 
niece and executor. Reisfield 
must have been standing on 
pretty solid ground as the first 


printing was destroyed and 
Souhami had to paraphrase 
rather than quote verbatim from 
Garbo’s correspondence. 

In the intervening years, 
Beaton’s biographer and execu¬ 
tor Hugo Vickers has come out 
with a separate tome. Loving 
Garbo , about the affairs Beaton 
and Mercedes de Acosta had 
with the star, and Barry Paris 
has published a massive Garbo 
biography that more fully cov¬ 
ers much of the ground Souhami 
does in Greta & Cecil. Since 
even Souhami concludes that, in 
a romantic sense, Garbo strung 
Beaton along for a few decades 
and that his plans of marrying 
her were deluded, Greta & Cecil 


reads exactly like the publishing 
afterthought it is. 

As have previous Beaton and 
Garbo biographers, Souhami 
quotes heavily from Cecil’s 
published and unpublished 
diaries and from Mercedes de 
Acosta’s 1960 autobiography 
Here Lies the Heart (drafts and 
the published book), which out¬ 
lined de Acosta’s 1930s affair 
with Garbo. I’ve read some of 
these passages about Garbo 
enough times to have them 
memorized - how Mercedes 
noticed “a strange sadness in 
her, underlying everything she 
does”; that “[s]he is a creature 
of the elements. A creature of 
wind and storms and rocks and 
trees and water...” 
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Flubbing the facts 

Because a decade and a half 
separated Cecil’s first meeting 
with Greta and his second, 
Souhami fleshes out her book 
with accounts of their various 
activities, all of which have been 
outlined numerous times, some¬ 
times more accurately. Likewise 
Greta’s early history gets a 
quick glossing over that occa¬ 
sionally clashes with others’ 
research. Paris quotes Irene 
Mayer Selznick as saying her 
father Louis B. Mayer’s main 
goal during a 1925 trip to Berlin 
was to secure Garbo’s services, 
not her mentor Mauritz Stiller, 
as Souhami and most other 
Garbo biographers report. 
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A more serious error occurs 
when Souhami has Garbo during 
World War II “expressing a wish 
to assassinate Hitler, who had 
liked the film Camille. She told a 
New York friend of hers and 
Cecil’s, Sam 
Green, that she 
would go to 
Germany to per¬ 
suade Hitler to 
surrender and, if 
he refused, she 
would shoot 
him. Apart 

from such a 
fantasy, she 
stayed silent 
about the 
war.” It’s hard 
to tell which 
is the bigger 
fantasy here, 

Garbo’s or 
Souhami’s - 
the star did¬ 
n’t meet 
Green, who 
would have 
been in 
knee pants 
in the early ’40s, until 1970. 

Souhami covers Garbo’s 
relationships with Cecile de 
Rothschild and Georges Schlee 
(not failing to mention, as have 
several other biographers, that 
his wife, designer Valentina, had 
the two Schlee residences exor¬ 
cised of any trace of Garbo after 
her husband’s death in 1964). 
Like Beaton and de Acosta, 


Schlee and de Rothschild each 
seem to have wanted Garbo for 
their own, but she remained, 
writes Souhami, “the Elusive 
One.” 

Beaton comes across some¬ 
what more pathetic here 
than he 
does in 
either of 
Vickers’ 
tomes, a 
narcissis¬ 
tic man 
incapable 
of real 
love who 
settled on 
two mad 
and unob- 
tainable 
passions, 
one for a 
gentleman 
named Peter 
Watson, 
the other 
for Garbo. 
When Beat¬ 
on in the 

_ early ’70s 

published an 
account of their brief late ’40s 
affair, Greta cut him off, though 
she did visit him a few years 
later while he was recuperating 
from a stroke. Souhami’s final 
line notes that Garbo “broke one 
of her rules” and signed his vis¬ 
itor’s book, an indication of the 
contradictory emotions that 
characterized their relations. ▼ 


Getting It Up Onscreen 


Making Movies by 
Sidney Lumet; Knopf,

ilm director Sidney 
: Lumet is such a fine 
craftsman that even his 
less effective works 
(Q&A) and outright messes 
(The Wiz) are usually worth a 
look. When he’s hot - 12 Angry 
Men, Long Day’s Journey Into 
Night, The Pawnbroker, Dog 
Day Afternoon and Network - 
the pictures are lessons in cine¬ 
ma creation. 

Lumet’s new book Making 
Movies is a concise treatise on 
his craft. Each chapter deals 
with a specific aspect of film- 
making - the director, the 
writer, shooting, editing, the use 
of sound, et cetera. He describes 
the construction of his films in 
detail - how time constraints 
affected the shooting of a key 
scene in A Stranger Among Us, 
why he didn’t use standard lens¬ 
es in Prince of the City, how he 
cut a sequence in The 
Pawnbroker to mimic subcon¬ 
scious recollection. 

Bernardo Bertolucci has said 
that he views scripts as jumping 
off points for his own creativity, 
but Lumet takes the opposite 
stance. “Most writers are so 
used to being slapped around 
that they’re stunned that I want 
them at rehearsals,” he writes. 

The director is equally gra¬ 
cious toward his other collabora¬ 
tors, honoring the contributions 
to his pictures of actors, directors 
of photography and composers. 
But he isn’t just making nice: 
“Like all bosses - and on set. I’m 
the boss - I’m the boss only up 
to a point. ... I’m in charge of a 
community that I need badly and 


that needs me just as badly. ... 
The joy is in the give-and-take.” 

A choice chapter is titled 
“Style: The Most Misused Word 
Since Love.” Lumet finds that 
discussions “of style as some¬ 
thing totally detached from con¬ 
tent drive me mad.” Especially 
in a storytelling medium such as 
film “form does follow func¬ 
tion,” so in his view it is almost 
meaningless to talk about a 
director’s “style.” 

Alfred Hitchcock had a dis¬ 
cernible style, contends Lumet, 
because he “always essentially 
made the same picture. The stories 
weren’t the same, but the genre 
was: a melodrama, layered with 
light comedy, played by the most 
glamorous actors he could find.” 
Had Hitchcock worked in as 
many genres as has Lumet, he 
imagines there would likely have 
been more variations in 
Hitchcock’s approach to picture¬ 
making. 

Likewise with the choice of 
crew members. Cinematogra¬ 
pher Boris Kaufman was perfect 
for serious films like 12 Angry 
Men and The Pawnbroker, but 
“The Group and Bye, Bye 
Braverman both suffered 
because photographically they 
were too heavy. Boris couldn’t 
lighten up, literally.” 

The one thing missing in 
Making Movies is Lumet’s per¬ 
sonal life - rather refreshing 
these tabloid-infested days. 
Readers learn little more about 
the director’s personal life than 
that he likes coffee, a bagel and 
to read the New York Times 
before he heads out for a day’s 
shooting. What he puts up on the 
screen is infinitely more inter¬ 
esting, as is the way he outlines 
the process of getting it there. ▼

omebody is killing

H| nee More With Feeling 
is a first novel with 
B 1; warmth, heartache and 
humor, a loving and 
ironic look at the joys and tribu¬ 
lations of our lesbian communi¬ 
ties. Laura and Mavis are at the 
painful end of an eight year 
relationship, trying to find a 
way to remain friends, or at 
least to divide the friendships 
without bloodshed. 

Faced with a lonely future, 
Laura breaks out of her rut, 
spends a brief, but torrid, time 
in Hawaii (where a dyke bar¬ 
tender teaches her something 
more fun than the hula), and 
comes home ready to rediscover 
her own life.

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Myth Book by anthropologist 
and historian Will Roscoe is an 
interesting addition to the bur¬ 
geoning gay spirituality market 
(Beacon Press). Roscoe dusts 
off myths and heroic quests 
from a variety of cultures, high¬ 
lighting their gay subtext. 
Fables, fiction, fairy tales, poet¬ 
ry and the history of Roscoe’s 
own spiritual journey make for a 
lively mix. 

If you’re looking for a 
pompous tome that purports to 
be canonical, then find The 
Penguin Book of International 
Gay Writing (Viking), a 585- 
page affair edited by Mark 
Mitchell that begins with Plato 
and sails through Flaubert, 
Cocteau, Mishima and Puig, 
among many others. Who is 
Mark Mitchell to be editing 
such a thing? His primary quali¬ 
fication appears to be that of 
David Leavitt’s companion, and 
co-editor with Leavitt of last 
year’s Penguin Book of Gay 
Short Stories. It is Leavitt, in 
fact, who writes the introduc¬ 
tion, a task usually allotted to an 
anthology’s editor. Why didn’t 
Mitchell introduce his own 
book ? Were the text choices his 
or Leavitt’s? 

As in the previous Penguin 
Big Gay Books, the emphasis is 
on the Greatest Hits, which are 
represented in excerpts, so that 
the volume feels composed of 
fragments, tip-offs to greater 
reading experiences elsewhere. 
That said, Mitchell/Leavitt have 
collected some interesting 
pieces from writers who don’t 
get much Stateside attention: 
Yves Navarre, Michel Tournier 
and Reinaldo Arenas, for exam¬ 
ple. And the cover is graced by a 
photo of sailors in Key West that 
is most fetching. 

Finally, in the Little Prince 
department, a new translation of 
Brazilian cult author Paulo 
Coelho’s The Alchemist has just 
been published in a sweet little 
edition by HarperCollins. A 
shepherd boy finds enlighten¬ 
ment and human nature in his 
travels. Like de Saint Exupery’s 
classic story, this simple tale has 
found millions of readers since 
its original publication. Maybe 
it will even find some new fans 
shivering under the fog. ▼ 


Novels, Art History and Gay Anthologies 

Booked 


through the shadow world of 
teenage America. All Toby 
Sligh, a senior at Sacred Heart 
High in Tampa, really wants is 
to take his boyfriend, Ian Lamb, 
to the prom. But first he and the 
reader must face some ugly real¬ 
ities: AIDS, crack addiction, 
crippling prejudice and the dev¬ 
astation of the inner city. It 
sounds grim, but Vilmure has 
the wit and the craft to pull off 
this harrowing and funny take 
on a contemporary nightmare. 

On the other hand, Michael 
Chabon’s second novel, Wonder 
Boys (Villard), is a big disap¬ 
pointment. Chabon, who 
became a literary wonder boy 
himself at 25 with The 
Mysteries of Pittsburgh , invents 
Grady Tripp, a failed novelist 
and perpetual pothead who 
muddles through a number of 
slapstick episodes without ever 
developing as an engaging char¬ 
acter. A book about a writer 
who’s too undisciplined to fin¬ 
ish a book. Wonder Boys is full 
of writers’ in-jokes about cre¬ 
ative writing programs, confer¬ 
ences and the anxieties of 
authorship. But mostly it reads 
like an exercise in self-indul¬ 
gence. 

On the art book front, 
Marsden Hartley by Bruce 
Robertson is one of those large- 
format, luxuriously illustrated 
Abrams editions, part of their 
Library of American Art series. 
The good news here is that 
Hartley’s sexual orientation 
does not get glossed over; in 
fact, as a key to understanding 
the symbolism in his work, his 
struggles with homosexuality 
are fully described. About his 
triumphant late portraits, 
Robertson writes, “[H]is sexual 
fantasies began to step forward 
into clear light. ... Canuck 
Yankee Lumberjack, for exam¬ 
ple, makes an overt reference to 
Cezanne’s painting of a male 
bather, but whereas Cezanne’s 
figure is hardly physical. 
Hartley’s is a man, with big 
muscles, hair, and his penis out¬ 
lined in his tight trunks.” Art 
History has never been so plain- 
spoken.

San Jose Leather Kevin Roche 
and Mr. Alameda Leather 
Lance Brittain both made the 
cut that placed them among the 
20 finalists. It was a very close 
race that resulted in only eight 
points total difference between 
the top three contenders.
